Mr. Gainfborough this year exbibits five pore 
traits and a landicape, His portraits ip genes 
ral do him great credit, though they are in 
fome degree liable to the ufual objedtions on 
the {core of artificial colouring peculiar to this 
attift, 

Angelica Kauffman has feven piétures, and 
three of them are hiftorical, This lady deferves 
amazing praife for her frequent employmeat of 
her pencil on hiftorical fubjects, 

Mr. Loutberbourg’s large land{cape, in whick 
are reprefented the manecuvres of an attack 
performed before their Majefties on -Liule 
Warley Common, uader the command of Gea, 
Piecrion, on the 20th of October, 1778, isa 
moit bold and admirable pifture. The tubjed 
is a proof of the artift's uncommon genius; and 
the itite of its execution, fhews that his ability 
and his imagination are equally powerful. ‘The 
figures are finely greuped, and at the fame time 
ihat the ‘out enfemb/e gives a {trong and true idea 
of the fcene it reprefents, a vein of humour 
pervades the piece, and renders it irrefiftibly 
laughable. The figure of the poit- bay, and the 
fat fellow’s refafing to obey the centinel, are 
natural touches of humour, and evident mirks, 
that Mr. Loutherbourg’s genius has an uncom- 
mon bent cowards-a difplay of the droli and the 
ludicrous. 

Mr, Elmer has fix pi€tures of birds and fith ; 
all of them equal in point of merit ta the 
preceding efforts of the pencil ofthe fame 
excellent artift. 

‘There are eight pieces of the late Mr. Mor- 
timer, every one of which-does his memory 
great honour, and ferves to make the [pectator 
fincerely reget the lofs of fo promifing an artift, 

Mr. Stubbs has four pi€tares. ‘That of a 
dog, No. 320, is a moft excellent animal 
portrait, 

Mr. Nolleken’s buft of a Nob!eman, is a 
firiking copy of Lord Mansfield, and very finely 
executed. 

Mr. Czracchis bufts are all proofs of genius 
and ability. 

Mr. Paton has two pieces on the fubjets of 
thipping. 

Mr. Penny has three piétures; but though they 
have each their portion of merit, neither of 
them is fo ftriking a piece as many of the 
fame artift’s former exhibitions. 

There are befides the above-mentioned, many 
bufts, portraits, landfcapes, hiftorical piCtures, 
and miniatures worthy of notice and approba- 
tion, as well asa plentiful collection of proois 
of want of genius and want of fkill.

HrENRY 
rufhed forward with extended arms to 
find Louisa, crying, ** Where is my 
love? Am I fo bleft to fee her once 
again!” But though Lovisa’s eyes 
{fparkled at his approach, fhe treme 
blingly withdrew from his embrace, 
and turned to {peak to Mrs. BENSON 
and Maria, who both fhed tears of 
joy at feeing her. For fome moments 
he remained rotionlefs, with furprife 
and indignation ; but when he looked 
around, his confufion was confiderably 
increated, by perceiving that the room 
was filled with ftrangers. For, in en- 
tering, his impatience to behold the 
object of his paffion, had blinded him 
to every other object. 

A diftreffing filence then enfued, 
now and then interrupted by a few 
fafhionable fneers, and farcaftic winks 
and fmiles, at the fimplicity of one, 
or the aukwardnefs of another; till 
Mrs. Montrorr fet them more at 
eafe, by fpeaking to them with her 
ufual kindnefs; but faid fhe did not 
know Lou:sa had expected to fee a 
fofter-brother alfo, which fhe fup- 
pofed that youth to be. HENRY was 
now recovered a little from his em- 
barraffment ; and with a modeft coun- 
tenance replied, * That he had no 
claim to the title of a brother, to 
Mifs Montrorr, in any way, except 
from his having always efteemed her 
as tenderly as if fhe was his fifter ; 
but hoped Mrs. Monrrort would 
excufe his haying fpoken to her daugh- 
ter with fo much freedom, and in the 
native language of a heart which had 
not yet learned to difguife its'feelings.’’ 

When Mrs. Benson rofe to take her 
leave, Loursa’s face was almoft 
drowned in tears; fhe caught Maria 
by the hand, and in a iow voice in- 
treated the would come focn again; 
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bade her to affure her Henry, that could 
he fee her inward thoughts, he would 
not thus accufe her of unkindnefs ; 
and with a fupplicating look begged 
her mother would indulge her in afking 
Marta to {pend fome time in London 
with her foon. Mrs. MONTFORT rea- 
dily complied, and with fome difficulty 
prevailed on Mrs. Benson to fpare 
her daughter’s company, who at length 
agreed that Maria fhould attend Mifs 
Montrort that day fe’nnight. At 
this moment, Lord LAMBERT, who 
had remained filent during the whole 
vilit, rofe haftily and faid, *‘ It was a 
pity to deprive Mifs Montrort of 
her friend fo long, as he was fute her 
fociety would at once reftore her chear- 
fulnefs.” Maria then promifed to 
return, if pofible, in three days; and, 
bluthing, hatened to rejoin her party. 

As they flowly moved on their way 
home, they found a difficulty in con- 
verting together, which they had never 
before experienced; their ideas were 
totally engroffed by the cold reftraint 
of Lovrsa’s manner ; and though they 
feparately felt a fecret uneafinefs at it, 
they feemed to fear giving the flighteft 
hint of it toeachother. But HEnry’s 
grief was of that fort which takes a 
ceeper root from filence, it preyed 
upon his health; and when Maria, 
on fetting out, went to receive his 
tender meffages for her friend, fhe 
found him lying ona bed of ficknefs, 
and hardly fenlible to her voice, until 
fhe fpoke Lovtsa’s name; and then 
he raved and wept alternately. But 
with Maria’s foothing he became 
more calm, and when fhe was taking 
her leave, he bid her go and pluck 
the faireft fruits and flowers in his 
father’s garden, and prefent them to his 
love; but tell her, ** That they were 
faithle/s emblems of his conftant Truth, 
which never fhould fade or die.” 

Soon as Loutsa faw them, fhe 
preffed them to her lips, and watered 
them with tears. Had fhe been free, 
fhe would have flown that inftant to 
have fhared his fufferings, or to remove 
the caufe. But that fhe knew was im- 
pofible, and all the confolation fhe 
could receive or impart was, by fecretly 
fending frequent meffengers to inquire 
after his health, which returned by low 
degrees, and with it feemed to revive 
Loutsa’s fpirits. But in order to re- 
eftablilh it quite, fhe was perfuaded by 
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Marta to write him one fhort letter: 
and in return for the tender offerings 
of his love, fhe fent him a rofe, em- 
broidered by her own hand, affuring 
him that ’till that flower fhould droon 
its modeft head, or fhed its bluhine 
leaves, his image never fhould leave 
her faithful breaft; but at the fame 
time told him, in the kindeft manner, 
that for his fake fhe almoft withed 
him to forget her, as fhe was, alas! 
too fure her Father never would per- 
mit their union; and coneluded with 
bidding him a laft farewel, as the thould 
feel herfelf lefs worthy of his efteem, 
could fhe be capable of deceiving her 
indulgent Parents, by prefuming to 
carry on aclandeftine correfpondence.” 

Louisa was continually furrounded 
by admirers, whom the treated with 
the utmoft indifference ; fhe already 
had rejected feveral offers of marriage ; 
but among thofe who feemed to pay 
her a conftant attention, Lord Lam- 
BERT was the perfon her Parents moft 
approved ; and, indeed, Loutsa fe- 
ceived his vifits with more apparent 
chearfulnefs than any of the other 
fuitors who addreffed her; not frem 
any partiality to his Lordfhip, but from 
his having lately ceafed to importune 
her on the fubject of love. His vifits 
were not the lefs frequent; but their 
converfation generally turned upon 
her favourite theme, the charms and 
happinefs of a rural life, and in an- 
fwering the many inquiries he made 
relating to a pretty little Country Maid 
he once chanced to meet there. 

As Marta returned nearly to the 
time appointed, his curiofity was bet- 
ter fatistied by a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with her.

to their daughter, as his conftant vifits 
feemed to warrant ; and MARIA too, 
ina fhort time, became fo pleating to 
them, that they would not, fuffer her 
to return to her cottage, as foon as 
fhe herfelf propofed it. Lord Lam- 
BERT took every pains to acquaint 
Mania where dis Aeart inclined, with- 
out a direé&t explanation; and as ers 
was intirely difengaged ’till fhe had 
feen his Lordfhip, it is natural to fup- 
pofe fhe was not quite infenfible to his 
attentions. 

On the day fhe was to bid adieu to 
the gay fcenes of London, Lord LaM- 
pert found hes fitting alone in the 
drawing-room. She rofe to quit the 
room, as foon as he entered; but he 
prevented her, by throwing himfelf at 
her feet, and declaring that his hap- 
pinefs, his life, depended of her love.

It is he who unites body to body, and 
foul to foul : it is that very Love whole 
very fighs breathe pleafures, whofe for- 
rows are foothing, and whofe tears are 
fweet. Intereft and Avarice once dead 
in the human heart, this enchanting 
God fhall extend his fceptre over the 
globe which he animates, which he 
peoples. Every Lover and every Mi- 
ftrefs fhall flourith under his aufpices.

AKING up the Tragedy of Yane 

Shore this morning, in confe- 
quence of the late animated reprefenta- 
tions of it at Covent-Garden Theatre, I 
could not help being ftruck with the 
Author’s vanity, (or what fhall I call 
it 2) who tells us in the title-page, that 
it was “ written in imitation of Shakef- 
peare’s ftyle.” That the Piece in 
queftion contains many fcenes truly 
dramatic, and deeply affecting, no 
Reader of fenfe and feeling will deny, 
efpecially thofe who have doubly ex- 
perienced the force of them, from the 
theatric powers of a Crawford and a 
Yates. But when we have allowed 
Rowe all the applaufe to which he is 
fairly entitled, we muft at the fame 
time freely acknowledge, that his 
Imitations are not, if the expreffion is 
admiffible, Shakefperean. Compared, 
indeed, with our Eagle Shake/peare, 
Rowe was butaWren. If he, the Homer 
of the Englifh Drama, had chofen to 
build a tragedy on the ftory of Fane 
Shore, what a different ftrnciure would 
he have raifed upon that foundation ? 
There might not, perhaps, have been 
fo much fmooth verfification in Sis Play, 
as there is in his Imitater’s Rowery— 
and, in many places, too ferid Compo- 
fition; but there would, probably, have 
been more pathos—ihe “* Soul of Tragedy,” 
init. To fay that there is no pathos in 
this Tragedy by Rowe, would be to 
make avery abfurd declaration; but it 
may furely be faid, without much feve- 
Tity of Criticifm, that fome of his ten- 
dereft {cenes would have been more pa- 
thetic had they been lefs poetical. 

The very ingenious Author of an 
“ Eflay on the Genius and Writings of 
Pope,” introduces a critigue on the poe- 
tical Powers of Rowe, which fufficiently 
proves his judgment and his tafte ; and 
as the latter part of it relates particu- 
larly to the Tragedy under cenfidera- 


tion, I am doubly induced to tran- 
feribe it. 
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** Rowe’s genius *(fays Dr. Ware 
ton), ‘was rather delicate and foft, 
than ftrong and pathetic : his compofi- 
tions foothe us with a tranquil and tender 
fort of complacency, rather than cleave 
the heart with pangs of commiferation 3 
his diftreffes are entirely founded on the 
paffion of love, his diction is extremely 
elegant and chafte, and his verfification 
highly molodious ; his Plays are de- 
clamations rather than dialogues, and 
his Characters are general, and un- 
diftinguifhed from each other. Such 
a furious character as that of Bajazct 
is eafily drawn, and, let me add, eafily 
acted. There is a want of unity in the 
fable of Tamerlane. The death’s head, 
dead body, and flage hung in mourning 
in, the Fair Penitent, are artificial and 
mechanical methods of affecting an 
audience. In a word, his Plays are 
mufical and pleafing Poems, but in- 
active and unmoving Tragedies. This of 
Jane Shore! is, I. think, the moft in- 
terefting and affe@ting of any he has 
given us ; but probability is fadly vio- 
lated in it, by the neglect of the unity 
of time. For a perfon to be fuppofed 
to be ftarved during the reprefentation 
of five acts, is a ftriking inftance of the 
abfurdity of this violation. In this piece, 
as in ail of Rowe, are many florid 
fpeeches utterly inconfiftent with the 
ftate and fituation of the diftrefsful per- 
fonages who {peak them. When Shore 


firft meets with her hufband, fhe fays, 


+ Art thou not rifen by miracle from 


death ? 


Thy fhroud is fall’n from off thee, and the 


grave 


Was bid to give thee up, that thou might’R 


come 
The meffenger of grace and goodnefs to me. 


‘¢ He has then added fome lines in- 


tolerably flowery and unnatural ; 


Give me your drops, ye foft defcending rains, 
Give me your ftreams, ye never-ceafing {prings, 


That my fad eyes may ftill fupply my duty, 
And feéd an everlafiing flood of forrow !

‘The warmeft admirers of our fmooth, 
flowery Poet muft own the juftnels of 
many of the above obfervations, though 
they may think that fome of the ftric- 
tures are made with too rigorous a 
difplay of critical acumen. 

To thofe who have aturn for biforical 
as well as dramatic reading, the follow- 
ing particulars relating to the: unhappy 
Heroine of the Play before us, will, 
doubtlefs, be acceptable. 

Jane Shore was daughter to a citizen 
of -London ; -her youth and beauty 
being her chief portion; fhe was induced 
to marry, much againft her inclination, 
Mr. Matthew Shore, a goldfmith in

Lombard-ftreet, a perfon very rich, and 
far advanced in years. The fame of 


this Lady not being confined within: 


the limits of the City, foon reached the 
ears of Majefty. The King [ Ea. 
ward IV.] made his addrefles to her, 
and fucceeded. Her hufband, in con- 
fequence of this behaviour, left England, 
and /he repaired to Court; where fhe 
figured with fplendor, in the {phere of 
gaiety and feftivity. Hiftorians repre. 
fent her as a Beauty remarkably chear- 
ful, and uncommonly generous. The 
king, they add, was not lefs captivated 
with ber temper than her-perfon, as 
fhe never {poke ill of, or endeavoured 
to prejudice him againft, any body, 
She often, indeed, importtned him, 
but always in behalf of the unfortunate, 
She fcorned to be rewarded for her 
good offices ; her riches, therefore, were 
tnconfiderable, when fhe fell into mif- 
fortunes. ‘By all the accounts we have 
of this lady, fhe’ deferved as. many 
apologies for female frailty, as ever 
came to ‘any, woman’s fhare.” Her 
mind was formed for, magnificence, as 
her heart was for virtue ; both of them 
could not be gratified, and virtue junk 
in the unequal conflict: yet with fe 
much modeity did fhe employ the power 
fhe had over Edward, that, even the 
pride of the queen, the - moft fenfible 
dufferer, was never offended at their 
unchafte connection. The friendihip 
the had gained by her benevolence, het 
affability, and munificent ‘difpofition, 
had diftinguifhed her even in the be- 
ginning of this reign. It was upon the 
death of Edward fhe firft began to feel 
the gripe of Adverfity.. With the am- 
able lord Haftings fhe continued her 
unlawful commerce, who, being ftrongly 
devoted to his royal mafter, did not 
difcover his paflion for his favourite 
miftrefs till -he was no more. And 
now both fhe and her noble lord fhewed 
themfelves fo firmly attached to the 
young mowarch and his brother, that 
they rendered themfelves objects of 
hatred to the Protector Gloucefter, 
aftérwards Richard ITI. who looked 
upon them as the chief obftructors to 
the execution of his ambitious delighs. 
In erder to give fome colour to his pro- 
ceedings againft Haftings, whom he 
caufed to be fuddenly beheaded, Richard 
directed the sheriffiof London to arret 
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Hiftorical Anecdstes of Jane Shore. 


Mrs. Shore, as his accomplice, and fent 
her to the Tower for examination. 
Nothing, however, ‘her illicit con- 
nections with Haftings excepted, ap- 
pearing againft her, it vas matter of 
indignation as. wellas ridicule, to fee the 
formidable charge of treafon and witch- 
craft terminate in a. fingle penance. 
This penance fhe was obliged to per- 
form on the Sunday morning next fol- 
lowing, being brought clothed in a 
white fheet, by way of proceffion, from 
the Bifhop of London’s palace to St. 
Paul’s Church, with the crofs carried 
before her, and a wax taper in her 
hand. This fentence fhe underwent 
with a behaviour fo graceful, and fo 
efigned, that the punifhment of her 
crime became, as it were, a triumph 
over the hearts of her beholders. Nor 
was her punifhment confined to her 
perfon only ; for the Protector feized 
the little fortune fhe had made, about 
two or three hundred marks *, and 
ordered her houfe to be rifled. It has 
been faid alfo, his hatred purfued her 
to fuch extremity, that it was danger- 
ous after this for any one to accommo- 
date her with lodging, or the common 
neceflaries of life. 

Mr. Rowe feems to have built his 
Tragedy upon the foundation of an old 
hiftorical ballad, which not only adopts 
the crnel order of Richard, but informs 
us that fhe perifhed with hunger in a 
loathfome place, fince called Shore- 
ditch. Whatever the feverity exercifed 
againft her might have been, certain 
it is that fhe found fupport, and was 
alive (and fufficiently wretched alfo) in 
the reign of Henry VIII. It appears 
that Sir Thomas More knew her, but 
without the {malleft remains of her for- 
mer beauty. ‘* Proper fhe was, (fays 
this great man) and fair; nothing in 
her body you would have changed, but 
it you would have wifhed her fome- 
what higher. Albeit fome that now 
fee her, deem her never to have been 
well-vifaged ; whofe judgment feemeth 
to me fomewhat like as though men 
hhould guefs the beauty of one long be- 
fore departed by her fcalp taken out 
of the Charnel-houfe. For now fhe 
is old, lean, withered, and dried up, 
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nothing left but fhriveled fkin and hard 
bone. At this day, (continued he) fhe 
bexged of many at this day living, that at 
this day had begged if fhe had not been.” 

Mr. Hume, in his Hiftory of England, 
[fee the reign of Edward 1V.] {peaks of 
our true Fair Penitemt, in the following 
manner : 

** This lady was born of reputable 
parents in London, was well educated, 
and married to a fubfantial citizen; 
but unhappily, views of intereft, more 
than the maid’s inclinations, had been 
confulted in this match, and her mind, 
though framed for vir.ue, proved unable 
to refift the allurements of Edward, 
who folicited her favours. But while 
feduced from her duty by this gay and 
amorous monarch, fhe ftill made her- 
felf refpectable by her other virtues; 
and the afcendant which her charms 
and vivacity long maintained over him, 
was all employed in acts of beneficence 
and humanity. She was fill forward 
to oppofe calumny, to protect the op- 
prefled, to relieve the indigent ; and 
her good offices, the genuine refult of 
her heart, never waited the folicitatioa 
of prefents, or the hopes of reciprocal 
favours : but fhe lived not only to feel 
the bitternefs of fhame + impofed on 
her by this barbarous tyrant [the duke 
of Gloucefter], but to experience in old 
age and poverty the ingratitude of thofe 
courtiers who had long folicited her 
friendfhip, and been protected by her 
credit. No one, among the great mul- 
titudes whom fhe had obliged, appeared 
to bring her confolation or relief. She 
languifhed out her life in folitude and 
indigence, and amidft a court inured 
to the moft atrocious crimes, the frail- 
ties of this woman juftified all viola- 
tions of friendfhip towards her, and all 
oblivion of former favours.” 

With this animated picture, drawn 
by the pen of Elegance, I clofe my 
long letter; not without hoping, how- 
ever, that the matter which it contains 
relating to a favourite female character 
on the Engili/h ftage, will prove accept- 
able to your dramatic readers.

Some Account of Bervipere Houwst, in Kent, the Sear of Sir Sampsoy 
GivEon, Bart. 


(Embellifoed with an elegant Engraving.) 


HIS beautiful feat, which fands about 

half a mile weflward trom Erith church, 
was ofiginally ereted by George Hayley, Eq; 
who, after refiding in it fome time, pailed it 
away by fale to Frederick Calvert, Lurd Bal- 
timore, of the Kingdom of Ireland, who died 
here on April 24,1754. Svoun atter his de- 
ceaie, this feat was purchafed by Sampfon Gi- 
deon, Efq; who refided at Belvidere, which he 
greatly improved; and at his death, on Oc- 
tober 17, 1762, devifed this feat, and a large 
gyrtune which he had acquired, to his only 
fon and heir, Sir Sampfon Gideon, Bart. who 
had been fo created in his father’s life-time, 
viz. on May 23,1769. Sir Sampfon has late- 
ly rebuilt this feat in a moft elegant manner, 
and makes it his principal refidence. 
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The houfe is fituated on the brow of a hill 
and commands a vait extent of profpeé over 
the River Thames, and many miles beyond 
it. The river and navigation add greatly to 
the keauty of the fcene. The grounds ang 
woods around it are judiciouffy laid out, ana 
heve many beautiful walks in them, The 
collection of piétures here, though not nume. 
rous, yet is very valuable; contsining none 
but pieces which are originals, by the greatef 
mafters, and fome of them very capital,

FIFTEENTH DAY. 
Monday, Fanuary 25. 

APTA!IN GOODHALL of the Derr- 
ANCE, Called and fworn, | The Defiance 
followed the Prince George into the engage- 
ment, and clofed with him. No fhips fired over 
him. The Vidtory was about on the Defi- 
ance’s lee-bow, when fhe wore and ftood again 
to the enemy. The figmal for battle was firft 
hauled down about two o’clock after the wore, 
‘The fituation of feveral of the thips, and the 
difabled {tate that others appeared to be in, was 
the reafon, he thought, why the Admiral could 
not continue the engagement. The enemy did 
not appear to have fuffered fo much as the 
Britith fleet in their fails and rigging; but he 
was perfuaded they fuffered much more in their 
hulls and lofs of men, The Admiral had 
always offered the enemy bate; it was in 
their breafts to bring it on: And he believed 
if the line had been f.rmed that morning, 
there would have beenno engagement. Jn the 
afternoon too, they had it in their power to make 
an attack, if they had thought proper ; they 
indicated hereby a difpofition to receive one. 
There were ten or twelve ‘hips that appeared 
to have fuffered in their fails and rigging; 
buttowards the clofe of the day he thought they 
were ina condition to make an attack. His 
fhip was ready for action in 30 or 40 minutes, 
"he Victory went under her top fails only in 
the afternoon, Three fail of the French were, 
feen next morning, the neareft about a mile 
and an half from the Defiance. The neareft he 
tov to be a line of battle thip; the others 
were fmaller. He believed they were chafed 
fm fometime. To the quefion of opinion 


propofed by Admiral Montague, he anfwered, 

That he highly valued Admiral Keppel as an 

officer and a gentleman ; but he declined giv.

Crofs.guefioned by Admiral Keppel, 

He was unaer forefail and double reefeditop» 
fails on the morning of the 27th, when fignal 
was made for fhips to chafe to windward, He 
made no more fail in confequence of that fig- 
nal. He fiw the fignal for the line of battle 
a-head on board the Viétory when ftanding on 
the larboard-tack, and there were not many 
fhips with her.

Crofs-Examination by the Admiral. 

He did not fee the repeating frigate at all ; 
he did not fee the Victory by compafs; he at- 
tended to no fignals, his whole attention being 
taken up with knotting and fplicing ; he knew 
not when the foretop-fail was unbent. 

LizuTenant Hiets, of the Formidable, 
gave the fame evidence,almoft in the fame words. 
The foretop-fail was unbent at eight o'clock ; 
half a pint of wine was given to each man. 
On his crofs-examination, he had been as much 
engaged as the preceding witnefs, and was as 
much unacquainted with any thing out of his

CapratnStrJoun LocknarTRoss, of 
the Shrewfbury, called and {worn,——At four 
in the morning of the 27th he obferved the 
French fleet ftanding tothe N. W. They wore 
about 8; at two o'clock their line was more 
irregular than it had been for the preceding 
days, and he judged that they meant to pufh 
for Breft. He had chafed to windward by 
fignal that morning, being the weathermoft 
tip, When they engaged, they feemed to be 
clofe hauled, as Frenchmen generally go a point 
from the wind.

The Richt Hon, Cons. Joun Lonpd Mut- 
Graves, Captain of the Courageux, fworn, 
—He could not be precife as to the fituation, 
the iteerings, the diftances, and fo forth, of 
the fleets, in the morning. It appeared to 
him, that the French Fleet bore down and en- 
gaged the Britith, Some of the French, he 
faid, ergaged ynder more fail than others, as 
muft always be the cafe in large fleets; but 
his impreffion at the time was, that they car 
ried a preffed fail, and had freth way throwsh 
the water, The fignal for engag ng was haul.

ed down at 41 minutes paft one,.—He defired 
not to anfwer any queftions of opinion.—He 

faid, when afked if he thought the French 

Fleet had not fuffered in proportion to the

two and three o’clock, pointing to fome dif. 
abled thips that lay to leeward: Five minutes 
before three, he was uneafy forthefe thips ; and 
obferved, that if the fignal for the line had 
not been out, he fhould have thought it his 
duty to jointhem, At ten minutes paft three 
the Admiral made the fignal to wear, and the 
two fleets ftood upon that tack the remainder 
of the afternoon. The Admiral’s line was 
clofe at a cable’s length afunder.—The French 
line appeared to be trom three cables length 
to half a mile.—Te the queftion of opinion, 
whether Admiral Keppel negligently performed 
the duty impofed upon him? he anfwered, 
That he had taken an oath to anfwer all quef- 
tions that fhould be afked him ;—he looked 
upon opinion as liable to error ;—he held the 
Opinions of individuals to be facred jhe had 
declined giving his on this point to his mof 
intimate friencs. The Court take an oath not 
to divulge each other’s opinion, and he hoped 
their candour and juftice would extend that 

prote€tion to him which. the law had giveh to 

them,—He fhould think himfelf in a very dif- 

agreeable fituation, if he fhould be forced to 

publith an opinion to-day which he may alter 

to-morrow, and think it not a juft one, To 

facts he fpoke, but to opinions he could not. 

— Admiral Montague anfwered him, that he 

h d mifunderfiood the queftion: he did not 

afk for the opinion, but the knowledge of the 

witneffes.—He ftill refifted the queftion ;—faid 

he muft be equal to the duty. of the Com- 
mander, before he could decide whether the 
Commander had done his duty. If he was 

prefied more by the Court, he fhou!d cenfider 

that it was not the Admiral who was tried, 

but him. If he was prefied by one Member 

of the Court, he muft defire the fenfe of the 
Court, and muft urge them to confider their 

and his oath, and whether the opinion of an 
‘individual was neceflary to influence them. 
He hoped they would withdraw, and would 

ferioufly and deliberately confider their own 
and his fituation.—He fhould think himfelf 

an injured man, if he was obliged to anfwer 
queftions of opinion impofed upon him by an 

individual. It had happened to him before then, 
that he had.difapproved in his own mind of 
particular fteps teken by the Admiral, and 
tound afterwards that he was wrong, Admi- 
ral Montague told him, that this language was 
very indecent in that Court, and was a cenfure 
upon it,—-He had been a Seaman 46 years, and 
a Captain and Admiral upwards of 30, and he 
had never heard any thing equal to it—The 
Court retired upon it; and after being out 
fome time, returned with the following cen- 
fures ** My Lord, I am direéted to inform 
“ you, that in the courfe of the reafoning you 
“have ufed, in declining to anfwer a queition 
« which 
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&t which a Member of the Court has put by 
« the approbation of the Court, you have 
« made ufe of language derogatory to the dig- 
« nity of this Court, and fuch as cannot be 
«+ pafled over without cenfure 5 and it is their 
« pleafure that I acquaint your Lordthip with 
« their difapprobation of your behaviour: At 
“ the fame time 1 am to inform you, that 
« you may anfwer queftions of opinion or not.” 
He faid a few words ; but he was filenced, and 
the Cuurt adjourned. 


EIGHTEENTH DAY. 


Thurfday, Fanuary 28. 

The Profecutor faid, he- would now call 
Lord Sandwich, to exhibit and prove the let- 
ters received from Admiral Keppel, relating 
to the engagement; he would alfo call for the 
Admiral s private letters, if he had no objec- 
tion, The Admiral faid, that fo far from 
having any objection, he even wifhed that eve- 
ry a& of his life was before the Court, 

The Court retired to confider the propriety 
of admitting private correfpondence as evi- 
dence, When they returned, the Profecutor 
again addrefled them, and faid, he would alfo 
call for his own private letters to Lord Sand- 
wich, if the Admiral was agreeable to it.— 
The Admiral objeéted to it, becaufe it belong- 
ed to him alone to make evidence of the Profe- 
cutor’s letters. : 

The Earl of Sandwich then came forward, 
when the Judge Advocate read the Refolution 
of the Court, “* That they could not take cog- 
“ nizance of private letters.?” Lord Sandwich 
faid, he was pleafed that the Court had ob. 
jefted to the production of thefe private let- 
ters, fince they contained remarks and infor- 
mations that might not be eligible to be dif- 
covered, 


Lorp Loncrorn, of the America, fworn. 
~The French Fleet appeared in a line to him 
before he went into aétion, He was fired up- 
on by the third fhip of the enemy’s van, and 
returned fire to the fifth or fixth : He was fup- 
ported by the Terrible and the Elizabeth, If 
the fignal had not been made in the morning 
for fix thips to chafe, and the wind had con- 
Unued as it was, it would have been impoffible 
for any part of the Blue divifion to have come 
into ation at all, If the Blue divifion had 
been all together, it certainly would have been 
beiter to have ordered them to chafe in con- 
cert; but they were not fo. The French 
Fleet led out their thips one after another, 
forming on the ftarboard tack. The Britith 
Fleet alfo formed their line with their heads 
to the fouthward, He thought the Britith Fleet 
fuffered more in their fails and rigging than 
the French ; but he hoped in God they fuf- 
fered more in their hulls and lofs of men.

He did not ob- 
ferve the Vice- Admiral increafe his fail to fol- 


low the chafing thips. He could ftate no in- 


ftance of negligence in the Admiral to the 
Court, for he knew of none, 

The Profecutor then called a number of 
Mafters to {peak to the lee- fhore off Uthant.— 
Robert Chriftian of the Ramillies faid, he did 
not confider Ufhant as a lee-fhore, but would 
not have ventured near it with crippled thips, 
The Admiral faid, he would not condefcend 
to meafure his conduét as Commander of a 
fleet, by the opinion of the Mafter of a thip. 
—Richard Story, of the Shrewfbury. Uthant 
might have been made a lee-fhore by leading 
to the fouthward ; it was diftant 18 leagues, 

Mr. Maddifon, Mafter of the Viétory, in- 
formed the Court of an interlineation of the 
fignal to wear to the fouthward at three o'clock 
in the afternoon, that circumftance being o- 
mitted in the Minutes. With the wind and 
weather, as it then was, he would have con- 
fidered Ufhant a dangerous lee-fhore, if they 
had ventured near it; and he would not have 
led a fleet near it, though in good condition, 
He faid, if the Victory went two knots an 
hour, and a fhip a-ftern went three knots and 
four fathoms, the thip a-ftern would certainly 
get a-head, That the wind thifted more than 
one point, was clear from this, That the Vice- 
Admiral of the Red, who had been on the 
weather-bow of the Victory before the fhift, 
became on the lee-bow after it.—He remem- 
bered the Admiral at that time obferving that 
the French were in confufion, 


NINETEENTH DAY. 


Friday, Fanuary 29. 

Tuomas Reapt, Matter of the Queen, 
gave evidence to the point of Ufhant, as did 
the Mafter of the America, the Matter of the 
Foudroyant, and the Mafter of the Berwick, 
The Profecutor then addrefied the Court, 
and informed them that he had clofed his evi~ 
dence : that the expreffes which had been fent 
after Mr, Perry were not yet returned ; but he 
hoped if they came before the trial was con- 
cluded, he would be permitted to examine him 5 
and he had prepared a few obfervations on his 
evidence, by way of addrefs to the Court, which 
he defired the Judge Advocate to read. Ade 
miral Keppel objected to this, as unprecedented. 
The Court retired, and refolved, that it was 
not the ufage of Courts Martial to admit it: 
and the Admiral then faid, he would be rea- 
dy to go into his defence the next morning. 


*,* The Admiral’s Defence will be given 
verbatim in our next.

Defcription of the Domestic UTENSILS,—WEAPoNS of WAr,—Manner of 
ConDUCcTING a TREATY of PEACE,—P1Pe of PEACE, and Betts of Wan- 
pum, of the NaupowessiE and other Indians in the INTERIOR Parts of 


North AMERICA.

S the habitations of the Indians are thus 
rude, their domefiic utenfils are few in 
number, and plain in their formation. The 
tools wherewith they fathion them are fo aul- 
ward and defective, that itis not only impof- 
fible to form them with any degree of neatnefs 
or elegance, but the time required in the exe- 
cution is fo confiderable, as to deter them from 
engaging in the manufatture of fuch as are not 
abdiolutely neceffary. 

The Naudoweffies make the pots in which 
they boil their vidtuals of a black clay or fone ; 
which refifisthe effects of the fire nearly as well 
as iron, When they roaft, if it is a large joint 
or whole animal, fuch as a beaver, they fix it as 
Europeans do, on a fpit made of a hard wood, 
and placing the ends on two forked props, now 
and then turnit. If the piece is fmallerthey 
{pit it as before, and fixing the fpit in an erect 
but Manting pofition, with the meat inclining 
towards the fire, frequently change the fides, 
till every part is fufficiently roafted. 

They make their difhes in which they ferve 
up their meat, and their bowls and pans, out 
of the knotty excrefcences of the maple tree, 
or any other wood, They fathion their fpoons, 
with a tolerable degree of neatnefs (as thefe se- 
quire much lefs trouble than larger utenfils) 
from a wood that is termed in America Spoon 
Wood, and which greatly refembles Box Wood, 

Every tribe are now pofieifed of knives, and 
fteels to firike fire with. Thefe being fo ef- 
fentially needful for the common ufes of life, 
thofe who have not an immediate communi- 
cation with the European traders, purchafe 
them of fuch of their neighbours as are fituated 
nearer the fettlements, and generally give in 
exchange for them flaves. 

In every band or nation there is a feleét num- 
ber who are ftiled the Warriors, and who are 
always ready to a¢t either offenfively or defen- 
fively, as oceafion requires. ‘1hefe are well 
armed, bearing the weapons commonly in ufe 
among them, which vary according to the fitu- 
ation of their countries. Such as have an in- 
tercourfe with the Europeans make ufe of 
tomahawks, knives, and fire-arms; but thofe 
whofe dwellings are fituated to the weftward 
of the Miffiffipi, and who have not an oppor- 
tunity of purchafing thefe kinds of weapons, 
ufe bows and arrows, and alfo the Caflé Téte 
or war club, 

The Indians that inhabit ftill farther to the 
weftward, a country which extends to. the 
South-Sea, ufe in fight a warlike inftrument 
that is very uncommon. Having great plenty 


of horfes, they always attack their enemies on 
horfeback, and encamber themfelves with no 
other weapon, than a ftone of a middling fize, 
curioufly wrought, which they fatten by a 
firing, about a yard and half long, to their 
right arms, alittle above the elbow. Thefe 
ftones they conveniently carry in their hands 
till they reach their enemies, and then fwing. 
ing them with great dexterity, as they ride full 
fpeed, never fai) of doing execution. The 
country which thefe tribes poffefs, abounding 
with large extenfive plains, thofe whe attack 
them feldom return ; as the fwiftnefs of the 
horfes on which they are mounted, enables 
them to overtake even the ficeteft of their in- 
vaders, 

The Naudoweffies, who had been at war 
with this people, informed me, that unlels 
they found moraffes or thickets to which they 
could retire, they were fure of being cut off: 
to prevent this they always took care whenever 
they made an onfet, to do it near fuch retreats 
as were impaflable for cavalry, they then hav- 
ing a great advantage over their enemies, whofe 
weapons would not there reach them. 

Some nations make ufe of a javelin pointed 
with bone worked into different forms ; but 
their Indiap weapons in general are bows and 
arrows, and the thort club already mentioned. 
The latter is made of a very hard wood, and 
the head of it fafhioned round likea ball, about 
three inches and a half diameter; in this ros 
tund part is fixed an edge refembling that of a 
tomahawk, either of fteel or flint, whichever 
they can procure; fimilar to that reprefented 
in the Plate, 

The dagger placed near it in the fame Plate, 
is peculiar to the Nawdoweilie nation, and of 
ancient conftruction, but they can give no ac- 
count how long it has been in uf: among them. 
It was originally made of flint cr bone, but 
fince they have had communication with the 
European traders, they have formed it of fteel, 
The length of it is about ten inches, and that 
part clofe to the handle near three inches broad. 
Its edges are keen, and it gradually tapers to- 
wards a poiat, They wear ii in a theath made 
of deer’s leather, neatly ornamented with pot- 
cupines quills; and it is ufvally hung by @ 
firing, decorated in the fame manner, which 
reaches as low only as the breaft, This curious 
weapon ig worn by a few of the principal chicfs 
alone, and confidered both as a ufeful inftru- 
ment, and an ornamental bacge of fuperiority. 

I obferved among the Naudoweflies a few 
targets or fhiclds made of raw buffalo hides, 
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ard in the form of thofe ufed by the ancients, 
Bet as the number of thele was {mall, and I 
could gain no intelligence of the #ra in which 
they firft were introdueed among them, 1 fup- 
pofe tofe A faw had defcended from father to 
jon for many generations. - 

Sometimes the Indians grow tired of a war, 
which they have carried on againft fome 
neighbouring nation for many years without 
much fuceefs, and in this cafe they feek for 
medjators to begin a negotiation, Thefe being 
obtained, the treaty is thus condu&ed. i 

A number cf their own chiefs, joined by 
thofe who have accepted the friendly office, 
fet out together for the country of their ene- 
mies; fach as are chefen for this purpofe, are 
chiefs of the moft extenfive abilities and of the 
greatet integrity. They bear before them the 
pipe of peace, which I need not inform my 
readers is of the fame nature as a Flag of Truce 
among the Europeans, and is treated with the 
greateft refpect and veneration, even by the 
mot barbarous nations. { never heard of an 
inftance wherein the bearers of this facred badge 
of friendthip were ever treated difrefpect- 
fully, or its rights violated, The Indians be- 
lieve that the Great Spirit never fuffers an in- 
fraction of this kind to go wnpunithed, 

The pipe of peace, which is termed by the 
French, the Calumet, for what reafon I could 
never learn, is about four fect long. The bowl 
of it is made of red marb'e, and the ftem of it 
of alight wood, curioufly painted with hiero- 
glyphicks in various colours, and adorned with 
the feathers of the moft beautiful birds, I have 
endeavoured to give as exact a reprefentation of 
it as poffible in the Plate, but it is not in my 
power to convey an idea of the various tints, 
and pleafing ornaments of this much efteemed 
Indien implement, ' 

Every nation has a different method of de- 
corating thefe pipes, and they can tell at firft 
fight to what band it belongs, It is ufed as an 
introduion to all treaties, and great ceremony 
attends the ufe of it on thefe occafions. 

The affiftant or aid-du camp of the great 
warrior, when the chiefs are afflembled and 
feated, fills it with tobacco mixed with the 
herbs before mentioned, taking care at the 
fame time that no part of it tcuches the ground. 
When it is filled, he takes a coal that is 
thoroughly kindled from a fire which is gene- 
ta'ly kept burning in the midft of the affembly, 
and places it on the tobacco. 

As foon as it is fufficiently lighted, he 
throws off the coal, He then turns the ftem 
of it towards the heavens, after this towards 
the earth, and now holding it horizontally, 
moves himfelf round till he has completed a 
circle: by the firft a€tion he is fuppofed to pre- 
fent it to the Great Spirit, whofe aid is there- 
by fupplicated ; by the fecond, to avert any 
malicious interpofition of the evil fpirits; and 
by the third, to gain the proteétion of the 
Spirits inhabiting the air, the earth, and the 
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waters, Having thus fecured the favour of 
thofe invifible agents, in whofe power they 
fuppofe it is either to forward or obfiru@ the 
ifiue of their prefent deliberations, he prefents 
it to the hereditary chief, who having takes 
two or three whiffs, blows the {moak from 
his mouth firft towards heaven, and thea 
around him upon the ground. , 

It is afterwards put in the fame manner inte 
the mouths of the ambaffadors or ftrangers, 
who obferve the fame ceremony; then to the 
chief of the warriors, and to abl the other chiefs 
in turn according to their gradation. During thia 
time the perfon who executes this honourable 
office holds the pipe flightly in his hand, as if 
he feared to prefs the facred inftrument; nov 
does any one prefume to touch it but with his 
lips. 

When the chiefs who are intrufted with the 
commiffion for making peace, appioach the 
town or camp to which they are going, they 
begin to fing and dance the fongs and dances 
appropriated to this occafion. By this time the 
adverfe party are apprized of their arrival, and 
divefting themfelves of their wonted enmity 
at the fight of the pipe of peace, invite them 
to the habitation of the Great Chief, and far- 
nith them with every conveniency during the 
negociation, 


A council is then held; and wher the 


{peeches and debates are ended, if no obftruc~ 
tionsarife to puta itop to the treaty, the painted 
hatchet is buried in the ground as a memorial 
that all animofities between the contending 
nations have ceafed, and a peace taken piace, 
Among the ruder bands, fuch as have no com- 
munication with the Europeans, a war-club 
painted red is buried inftead of the hatcher, 

A belt of wampum is alfo given on this oc- 
cafion, which ferves as a ratification of the 
peace, and records to the lateft pofterity, by 
the hieroglyphicks into which the beads are 
formed, every ftipulated article in the treaty, 

Thefe belis are made of fheils found or the 
coatts of New England afd Virginia, which 
are fawed out into beaas Of an oblong form, 
about a quarter of an inch long, and round 
like other beads, Being ftrung on leather ftrings 
with fine finewy threads, and feveral of them 
fewed neatly iogether, they then compefe the 
fame, what is termed a Belt of Wampum. 

The fhells ave generally of two colours, 
fome white and others violet ; but the latter 
are more highly efteemed than the fermer. 
They, are held in as much eftimation by the 
Indians, as gold, filver, or precious ftones are 
by the Europeans, 

The belts are compofed of ten, twelve, ora 
greater number of firings, according to the 
importance of the affair in agitation or the dige 
nity of the, perfon to whom it is prefented. On 
more trifling occafions, flrings of thefe beads 
are prefented by the chiefs toeach other, and 
frequently worn by them about their necks, ag 
a valuable ornament,

A very good work, and proper to produce 
ferious refleGtions, and religious thoughts, 
both in young and old, We are highly plealed 
when we meet any thing of this virtuous ten- 
dency to comment upon, in thefe unhappy: 
diffipe:ed, and immoral times, 
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revious to the reading the order of the day, 
Ps. Bithop of Llandaff propofed a Bill for 
the more effectual prevention of adultery. The 
learned Prelate reprefented with great pathos 
and elocution, the private miferies confequent 
on fuch offences, and the misfortunes to the 
Scate from a caufe which became fo much the 
mure dangerous from its being a domeftick 
one. In the more ancient annals of our Coun- 
try, this cffence had been much lefs frequent, 
becau’e punifhed with greater feverity ; and it 
was remarkable that in the feventeen years of 
his Majefty’s reign, as many divorces had 
happened, as during the whole hiftory of the 
Country put together, fince its tranfactions had 
been fubmitted to written record. There were 
two reafons for this: the total extinétion of 
the internal Monitor of Shame, in the prefent 
period, which had been felt by our Forefathers 
with its due force, The other was an injudi- 
cious mitigation of the Penal Laws with regard 
to the commiffion of this crime. By the 
common law of England, no woman after a 
divorce was permitted to regain her dower, nor 
to marry again within a limited time, A 
method of evading this falutary ftatute had 
been difcovered "by making previous fettlee 
ments, or by entering into private bonds; fo 
that a woman might now enjoy as many con- 
veniences of rank and fi.uation after a com- 
pelled difmiffion from her hufband, as after a 
feparation from him by the hand of Provi- 
cence, and in a fituation when fhe had merited 
every thing by her conjugal tendernefs and 
fidelity. The learned Bithop, after thefe ob- 
fervations, prefented his Bill, which was read 
for the firft time. 

Duke of Richmond then got up, and after 
fome prefatory remarks on the extent and ex- 
cellence of the inftitution, (Greenwich Hofpi- 
tal) the management of which their Lordthips 
were affembled to inveftigate, and the revenue 
whereof he eftimated at between fixty and feventy 
thoufand pounds per annum; his Grace ob- 
ferved, that the greatnefs of the fubjeét made 
every thing reflecting on the conduét of fuch 
an inflitution of the utmoft confequence, and 
if there was an appearance of default, it was 
hot unworthy Parliament to interpofe. He 
begged their Lordthips to underftand, that he 
pretended to no perfonal knowledge refpecting 
the truth of the faéts: his attempt was not 
an accufation, but an enquiry. He had heard 
of fufficient mifeondu€ to fanétion an exami- 
nation ; but he afferted nothing from himfelf 
of the truth of the circumftances complained 
of, He Seclared, that he knew nothing of 
Capt. Baillie, previous to reading his written 
reprefentation of the mifcondué of the Board, 
for did he, before that period, ever fulpeet 


that he himfelf, as well as every other Peer, 
was an hereditary Governor of the Hofpital, 
His Grace then proceeded to reprefent t: their 
Lordfhizs the particular paffages which had 
caught his attention in Mr, Baillie’s Pam- 
phlet. Some of thefe were matters of general 
complaint; others of direét charge. Of the 
firt kind the moft material circumfance was, 
that a new Charter had been granted in 1775, 
which militated: againft the original commif- 
fion, By the original Charter, all the Houfe 
of Lords, the Judges, Flag-Officers, and a va- 
riety of other perfons, were Governors. This 
laft Charter had in effeét confiderably reftrain- 
ed this honour; for, by it, a Board of Direc- 
tors had an exclufive right of electing fuch 
perfons, provided they come under a certain 
defcription, namely, that of being lame, and 
having been fo lamed in the fervice of the 
Navy, as fhould be admitted as obje&s of the 
charity ; whereas originally they had no fuch 
exclufive right; for it was enjoined, that the 
Flag Officers fhould reprefent fuch as feemed 
to be the fitteft perfons, and the Board might 
fele& from that number. By excluding the 
interpofition of the Flag-Officers, a difpofition 
was manifeftly fhewn in the new fyftem, to 
confine the actual power which had been 
extended to all the Governors to a few only. 
Another inftance of the diffimilarity between 
the two Charters was, that the Board of Di- 
rectors had obtained by it a larger liberty in 
the application of the money, and, what was 
Rill more dangerous, an abfolute authority to 
difpofe or alienate any part of the property or 
eftate annexed to the Hofpital. His Grace 
thought this particularly alarming, and of it~ 
felf fyfficient to demonftrate the neceflity of 
anenquiry. After ftating thefe as the mott 
important matters of the general complaint, 
he proceeded to felect from the fame authority 
the particular charges levelled at Lord Sand- 
wich, The firft of thefe was deduced fron 
the tranfaftion with . Mellith the butcher. 
This man, it was faid, was originally a fer- 
vant of the Hofpital. He was afterwards em- 
ployed as a contraéting Butcher, and in this 
capacity was detected in a variety of frauds ; 
fuch as giving infufficient weight, fubftituting 
an inferior fpecies of meat, &c. This difco- 
very was made by the vigilance of Captain 
Baillie, and he received the thanks of Lord 
Sandwich for his a€tivity. The matter was 
brought before the King’s-Bench, the con- 
trator found guilty of almoft all the charges, 
and by the particular recommendation of 
Lord Mansfield, the Jury brought in very 
heavy penalties againft him. Notwithftand- 
ing this, fo far from being afterwards treated 
by the Firft Lord of the Admiralty with che 
contempt 
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contempt he deferved ; a compromife was 
made with him concerning the bonds in which 
he had been legally caft; and although the 
fines amounted to near 2000], tocl. was re- 
ceived as a compenfation, and he was again 
admitied into frefk intercourfe and contracts 
with the Board. 

The fecond charge was, That perfons were 
fupported by the Society, who were not fea- 
men. His Grace here read a paflage from the 
Charter, which enjoined pofitively, that no 
others fhould have admiffion into the Society, 
The faét, however, as reprefented to him, 
was, that of tke Council appointed for the in- 
terior direction of the Hofpital, which confifted 
of 25 Members, 5 were perfons who had never 
been at faa. Severa! others were perfons em- 
ployed as Clerks, Stewards, or Servants, to 
fuch a number as to eftablifh a kind of domef- 
tick faGtion in the charity, where the parties 
were diftinguifhed by the names of the Civil 
and Naval interefts, This was exactly repug- 
nant to the letter and end of the inftitution ; 
and if true, conftituted a very material fault 
againft the perfons permitting it. 

The third charge confifled in the permiffion 
which was allowed the penfioners of taking 
their allowance in money, and not in meat and 
other necefiaticrs. The confequence of this 
wes, that drunkennefs was encouraged, and 
the place filled with riot and confufion, Fa- 
milies were deprived of their fupport, and were 
flarving under circumftances of a fufficient 
competency. Shere were two kinds of infti- 
tutions inthe Secieiy ; by the one, a Penfioner 
might on two days of the week have money 
inftead of his ailowance; by the other, he 
might every day have the tame advantage, 
{mall beer only excepted. His Grace here 
remarked, th»t in his own private opinion, it 
was an unavoidable thing that fuch permif- 
fions fhould be granted, if granted under pro- 
per reftri€tions ; for a Penfioner had fornetimes 
a family to fupport, which it would be im- 
poffible for him to do without this altermative 
of taking his quota in cafh ; but then proper 
regulations ought to be made, and proper care 
taken, that the money was applied to the de- 
figned purpofe. An effort had been made 
fome time 2go to abolith this practice totally ; 
but the interior Officers firongly objeéted to 
it, and for very obvious reafons; they hada 
material advantage in the exiftence of the 
cuftom ; for when a man took money inflead 
of neceflaries, he received lefs than the value 
of his fhares fo that at the year’s end, there 
was a material furplus colle€.ed, out of which, 
indeed, a School-mafter was paid, and a few 
boys fupported, but fill there remained fome. 
thing confiderable ; which, according to his 
information, was divided among thofe Officers 
who vut intheir public negative againft the 
abolition of the infitution, This was a piece 
of injuftice which ought to be feen into, and 
corrected,

The fourth and Jaft charge was drawn from 
the conduet of the Court of Direétors in Be 
neral, and Lord Sandwich in particular, to 
Captain Baillie, This laft imputation divided 
itfclf into a variety of circumfances, It was 
reprefented that Mr, Baillie, feeing feveral 
circumftances of mifconduét in the Manage- 
ment of the Hofpital, communicated his Opi+ 
nion privately to Lord Sandwich, and folicited 
his interpofition for redrefs. This letter not 
being attended to, he addreffed for a Commit. 
tee to fummon a Board of Direétors, which 
was done; but no bufinefs being adjufted at 
that time, he petitioned for another, which 
aflembled: but here he found the tables re. 
verfed upon him; for when he imagined he 
was to attend as an accufer, he found himfelf 
in the fituation of an accufed, and was pre. 
cluded from producing his complaints, by be- 
ing compelled into the neceflity of entering in. 
to a perfonal exculpation, The Committee 
which met on this occafion, recommended it 
to the Board of Direétors, that he thould be 
difmiffed from his employment of Lieutenant 
Governor of the Hofpital, The Board of Di- 
reCtors acceded to this recommendation, and 
did difmifs him. This was a very illegal a@, 
becaufe it is prefcribed in the charter, that the 
Board fhall difcharge no man from his office 
but for mifbehaviour. Now, though they 
were the Judges who were to determine upon 
the nature of his conduét, whether or no it 
amounted to a reafonable plea of difmiffion, 
yet they had entered into no perfonal invefli- 
gation of it, nor given him any opportunity of 
a defence, but merely on the reprefentation of 
a Committee had done what they ought not to 
have done, but ona fgir hearing. from them- 
felves, It was further faid, that immediately 
before his difmiffion, Lord Sandwich applied 
to Mr. Baillie by letter, and told him, that if 
he would refign quietly, and fupprefs his 
threatened publication, he would allow hima 
penfion equal to his Lieutenancy, which pro- 
pofal Mr, Baillie rejected, After a few more 
inftances of the hardthips fuftained by the 
Captain, his Grace told their Lordthips, that 
the method he would propofe to proceed upon 
an enquiry, would be to examine the witnefles 
as to all the diftinét faéts which had been 
mentioned, and then a regular reply, or ree 
futal might be made to them, 

Lord Sandwich, in reply to the latt fat, 
which had been mentioned concerning his ne- 
gociation with Mr, Baillie, declared upon his 
honour that the faét had been reverfed, The 
truth was, that Mr, Baillie made application 
to him by letter, and: not he to Mr. Baillie; 
that fo far from withing the publication to be 
fuppreffed, he declared to Mr. Murphy, the 
Counfel for Mr. Baillie, who was fent on this 
bufinefs, that he did not oarea farthing for any 
thing Mr, Baillie had in his power to expofe, 
and rather wifhed him to perfevere than put 


a ftop to his production, This faét Mi, “ae 
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phy himfelf was ready to atteft, What was 
curious enough in this affair was, that Mr, 
Murphy’s application to him on the account 
of Mr, Baillie, was after the laft-mentioned 
Ceatleman’s difmiffion from his employment. 
His Lordhhip was proceeding farther in his 
vindication, when he was interrupted by the 
lord Chancellor, who faid no charge had yet 
been made againft the Noble Lord ; all the 
Noble Duke had faid was nothing more than 
mere intimation ; till it had been eftablifhed 
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therefore by proof, it was premature to give a 
refutation, 

Lord Sandwich acquiefced in the propriety 
of the Noble Lord’s interpofition, 

The Duke of Richmond alfo exprefled the fame 
Opinion 

The Houfe then refolved itfelf into a Com- 
mittee, and feveral preparatory pepers were 
read, previous to the examination of ihe wite 
neil s.

Hen the popers moved for on Tuefday laft 
\ by Mr. Fox were left on the table,it was 
found that the order of the Houfe had not been 
fully complied with, They confifted only of 
papers found on board the Pallas and Licorne 
frigates; the letter in which Admiral Keppel 
had tranfmitted them to the Admiralty, was 
with-held by that Board. This was reproba- 
ted by Mr. Burke and Mr, Fox, as highly 
difrefpe@ful to the Houfe, Thefe papers, 
however, being read, it appeared, that thirty- 
two fail of the line, and twelve frigates, were 
in the Port and Road of Breft, when the Pal- 
las and Licorne failed from it, When the 
Houle had received this information, 

Mr, Fox, after a'few prefatory obfervations 
on the different terms of Government, faid 
he intended to make enquiry into a particular 
Department; not that he could not find many 
fubjects of enquiry in other Departments ; but 
he would confine himfelf to one, and that the 
Naval, When he fhould mention the Admiralty, 
he withed to be underftood to have in view 
cnly the Firft Lord of the Admiralty; for 
however ready fome Members then in the 
Houle, and who had feats at that Board, had 
fhewn themfelves to thare in the blame the 
conduét of that Board had merited, yet he ex- 
cluded them entirely from his enquiry, as the 
Firtt Lord was the only one at the Board who 
was, properly fpeaking, a Minifer, 2nd had any 
thare in the determination of the Cabinet.— 
Various were the objeéts of enquiry into that 
noble Lord’s conduét; the fcandalous neglect 
ofthe Navy, which had reduced our Fleet to 
fix hips only, when we were to cope with 
France; for that was the number of hips of 
the ‘ine Admiral Keppel found in March laft ; 
though fo long ago as the year 1776, fuch 
was Adminiftration’s apprehenfion of a war, 
that Admiral Keppel was fent for by the King, 
and offered the command of a Fleet then going 
to he fitted out; and fo confident had been the 
Firtt Lord of the Admiralty of the neceffity of 
having a formidable Fleet, that he himfelf had 
fid in Parliament, in the month of Novem- 
ber, 1777, that a Firft Lord of the Admiralty 
who had not a Fleet equal to that of France 
and Spain united, did not deferve to hold his 
piace, The noble Lord had at that time de- 
teived the Natiuns he had declared, that 42 
Apr, 1779 





fail of the line were then ready, or would 
fhortly be ready to put to fea; yet after this 
bold affertion, made in November, Admiral 
Keppel found only s1x at Portfmouth in the 
month of March. *Twas true, Adminiftra- 
tion made great efforts afterwards, and that a 
great armament was fitted out; but thefe ef» 
forts, however meritorious, were a proof of the 
guilt of the Admiralty, in not having made 
them fooner ; the Nation was capable of make 
ing them; the greateft fums ever granted toan 
Admiralty had been voted tothe prefent ; there- 
fore the efforts which were afterwards made 
thould have been made fooner, 

Another object of enquiry was the negle& 
of having fent a Fleet to the Mediterranean 5 
another, the not fending out Admiral Byron 
fooner, which negleét, but for good luck, 
would have been the deftruCtion of our whole 
Army in America. Another was the leaving 
Lord Howe without a reinforcement ; another, 
the negieét thewn to that noble Lord, and te 
Admiral Keppel, which he could not confider 
as of a private, but of a public nature, as fuch 
negleé&t might tend to drive fuch valuable men 
from public life, and rob the Community of 
the fervices of its bet Officers. Another ne- 
gleét, andthe only one, which he intended to 
make the objeét of prefent enquiry, was the 
fending out Admiral. Keppel with only 20 fail, 
when the Breft Ficet was 32 flrong. This 
might have been the deflruétion of the King- 
dom; for if the Admiral and the Enemy had 
met with fuch unequal force, the Empire of 
Great-Britain muft have run a great rifk of 
being annihilated. The peculiar fituation of 
this Kingdom made its Navy its chief if not 
fole fupport. By the detachment to America, 
our home Fleet was weakened; and if that 
Fleet fhould have been defeated while our mi- 
litia was unfit for fervice, we might have been 
a ruined Nation. : 

Admiral Kerpel faid he felt his fituarion ex- 
tremely delicate; he was perfeétly unconcerned 
in his Honourable Friend’s queftions, or views, 
He did not find himfelf at liberty to {peak free- 
ly from his inftructions; not a fingle fentence 
of which be had revealed from the moment he 
received them tothe moment that his Fleg was 
hauled down. His fituation when he was fent 
out was far from being enviable ; he had expect- 
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ed a large force, but found only fix fhips ready 5 
and thofe, when examined with a Seaman’s eye, 
had afforded bim little pleafure. When he 
met the French Frigates, he was at a lofs how 
to behave; but having refolved to take them, 
from the behzviour of one of them, which had 
fired into the America, he had there difcovered 
the very great difproportion between his Fleet 
and that of Breft. Without couafel, without 
advice, without inftructions, his own difcretion 
was to be hisonly guide; his honour bid him 
keep his ftation; the fafety of his Country bid 
him return; there was no room to balance; 
his love for his Country prevailed: his con- 
duét in that inftance had never been publickly 
approved; and he owned it would have beena 
comfort to him to have received the approba- 
tion of his Sovereign-—He returned to Portf- 
mouth a melancholy man; and not a ray of 
comfort had ever fince difpelled his gloom.— 
And if ever he felt himfelf humbled in his life, 
it was at being obliged to turn his back on the 
Enemy’s Cvaft; and unlefé he had friends in 
the Council to prote:* him, he could not any 
more accept of acommand which jheuld fub- 
ject his lite and honour to the difpofal of men 
who were not his friends, If the fuperiority 
of the Enemy had been only two, three, or at 
moft four thips, he would have trufted to the 
valour of his men; but 32 were too many; 
he might, perhups, have been able to acquit 
himfelf with credit, even againf#t that number ; 
but then the attempt was big with danger; and 
he thanked God, that however highly he prized 
the bravery of the Britith Fleet, he had never 
yet been gutity of the folly of defpifing his 
Enemy. He then anfwered Mr. Fox’s quettions 
nearly in the words of his Defence. Mr. Fox 
next afked, How many frigates he had? He 
anfwered four Mr, Brett defired the queftions 
and anfwers might be taken down by the Clerk, 
and Lord Howe expreffed the fame defire. 

But Mr. Fox, Mr. Dunning, Mr. Burke, Mr. 
Townthend, and Mr, Byng, contended that it 
was not neceflary; while the Attorney-Gene- 
ral, Mr. Rigby, and Lord North, maintained, 
that to examine a witnefs at the Bar, or a 
Member in his place, withcut firtt giving no 
tice of an intention to do fo, was contrary to 
order and judicial proceedings. This brought 
©n an uninterefiing debate concerning order, 
which lafted near four hours, in which the 
main queftion was entirely forgotten, and 
Lord North, in feeming to attribufe too much 
power to the Chair, ftarted a new queftion, 
the propriety of which became the object of 
freth difcuffion. 

At length Sir William Meredith moved, 
That Admiral Keppel’s anfwers fhould be 
taken down in writing. 

Lord North moved, that the words, ** No 
previous enguiry having been inftituted,” 
thould ftand port of it, which was to fix an 
abfutdity on the face of the Motion, This 
produced a warm debate ftill upon order, which 
was terminated by a: divifion, 169 for the 
amendment, 208 againfit, 


The queftion on Sir William’s Motion wy 
then put, when it was rejected without 
vifion. 

Mr. Fox then put fome queftions to Admi. 
ral Keppel, the anfwers to which wete not 
taken down in writing, about the number of 
the French Frigates, which, he faid, he hed 
underftood to have been about ten or twelve, 
and about the Pallas and Licorne, which 
tended to eftablifh the force at Bret to be 12 
fail of the line. ‘Having eftablithed thefe pte- 
mifes, Mr. Fox moved, “ That the fending 
out Admiral Keppel with twenty fail of the 
line and four frigates, when the Breft Fleet 
confifted atcording to fuppofition of 32 hips 
of the line, and according to certeinty of 27, 
and a number of frigates, was a meafure big 
with danger to this Country.” 

This Motion called up Lord Mulgrave, Lord 
North, Lord Howe, Admiral Keppel, and Sir 
Richard Deering, who entered into a freth de. 
bate, that lafted till half afterone, when the 
Houfe aivided, and the Motion was loft bya 
majority of 34.

The Houfe entered on no bufinefs of impor. 
tance, and on account of the Speaker’s indif- 
pofition adjourned to 

Monday, March 8. 

Mr. Fox was upwards of an hour on his legs 
on the refumed Motion of Wednefday laft, and 
endeavoured to bring home to Adminiftr:tion 
feveral inftances of negle¢t in the Naval De- 
partment; from which he deduced the follow- 
ing Motion:<=** That it appears (o this 
Houfe, that the ftate of the fleet under Ad- 
miral Keppel was not adequate to what the 
Houfe and the Nation had a right to expect, 
as well from the affertions of his Majefty’s 
Minifters, as fiom the fums granted ior its 
fupport ; and that it was not in any ways ade- 
quate to the very important fervices which his 
Majefty’s Minifters were in duty bound to pro- 
vide for,” . 

Lord Mulgrave oppofed the Motion. The 
fo much talked of juperiority of the Freach 
Navy at the beginning of the war, was not 
novel ; it was the cafe in the beginning of 
every war, when alone the French ootained 
any fuccefs at fea: that their fuperiority had 
in a fhort time ceafed appeared moft clearly, 
he contended, from the itate of their trade, 
which during the courfe of hoftilities bad been 
almoft deftroyed ; while our fuperiority, on 
the contrary, wa’ manifeft, from the uncom- 
mon fuccefs of our convoys, by which our 
trade had been protected in a manner which 
anfwered our moft fanguine expectations. aed 

Admiral Keppel would not allow Acmini- 
flration any merit in the fuccefs of our 
Navy; he afcribed it all to Chance only: tt 
was Chance had faved Lord Howe’s Fleet; ! 
was Chance had faved Sir William ae 
Army; it was Chance that made as 
Byron arrive fo critically in America bal 
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Chance that prevented Count D’Eftaing from 
arriving in the Delaware a few days earlier: 
to Chance all thefe happy events were to be 
afcribed, becaufe Adminiftration had fuffered 
the Toulon fquadron to fail unmolefted, and 
without feading any notice of it to our Com- 
manders in America, 

Lord Howe, Sir Horatio Mann, Mr. T, Lut- 
trell, Mr. G. Grenville, Mr. Adam, Lord 
North, Sir Richard Sutton, and Mr, Burke 
bore a fhare in the debate, which lafted till 
twelve o'clock, when the Houfe divided, and 
there appeared

Tusday, March 9. 

Mr, T, Luttrell had a Motion to make, 
which he would poftpone, becaufe the Houfe 
was thin; and there was not then prefent one 
Member of the Admiralty Board; for that 
the prefence of fome one or other of the Lords 
Commiflioners would be required, that anfwers 
might be had to certain queftions which he 
intended to put: the future Court-Martial on 
Sir Hugh Pallifer, which he was informed 
was to fiton Thurfday fe’nnight, was the ob- 
jet of his Motion; he wifhed to have the 
charges exhibited againft that Officer laid 
before the Houfe, together with the official 
letter ftom the Admiralty to him, directing 
him to prepare for his trial. 

Mr. Burke faw no reafon why his Honoura- 
ble Friend fhould poftpone his Motion: If the 
trial was to take place in nine days, it was the 
more incumbent on him to call for the papers 
early, that there might be fufficient time to 
confider them: for hie part, he did not defire 
to have Sir Hugh Pallifer tried at all; he did 
not fee what end it could anfwer; but if he 
was to be tried, he would take care that he 
fhould not have a mock trial: he therefore 
advifed his Friend to make his Motion then, 
and not wait for the prefence of the Lords of 
the Admiralty. 

Mr. Luttrell was not convinced by Mr. 
Burke's reafons, therefore perfevered in his 
intention to poftpone it till a fuller Houfe. 

Sir Herbert Mackworth, in confequence of 
the Petition from the Prifoners confined for 
debt, moved, that leave be given for bringing 
ina Billto difcharge from prifon all Debtors 
who fhould confent to ferve in the Army or 
Navy, or to find fubfitutes, 

This Motion was oppofed’ by Mr. Cator, 
Mr. B, Gafcoyne, Sir George Yonge, and Mr. 
Brett; and {upported by Mr, Burke, and Gen. 
Conway. Mr. T, ‘Townthend fpoke, without 
either oppofing or fupporting it. The argu- 
ments againft the Motion were, that the fie- 
quency of Infulvent Bills had almoft deftroyed 
public credit; that innumerable frauds were 
Committed ; that difcharging a man, on con- 
dition ‘that he would find a fub@itute, would 
be taking the ten pounds, given for the fubfii- 
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tute, from the Creditor, who had already paid 
his thare towards the public wants; and that 
all forts of perfons availing themfelves of the 
Bill, the army would be filled with perfons 
unfit to ferve in it. 

The queftion was then put, and the Motion 
loft without a divifion. 

Sir Roger Newdigate recalled to the me 
mory of the Houfe the claufes in the laft 
year's Militia Buil, to which he had obje@ed 
afew days ago, and which he wifhed to fee 
repealed by a claufe in the Bill for this year. 
The laft year’s A& was annual, but the claufes 
which empowered the Colonels of Militia and 
Deputy-Lieutenants to difcharge men without 
reafon, and order new ballots, were perpetual ; 
the power was taken out of the hands of the 
Magiftrates, and confined to the Officers : the 
Bill itfelf was ready to expire, but the claufes 
were to furvive it for ever: this he held to be 
abfurd ; equal to the binding of a living toa 
dead body. He moved, therefore, that in- 
ftru€tions be given to the Committee on the 
Militia Bill, to receive a claufe for repealing 
the claufes alluded to. 

This gave rife to a long debate, in which 
the real objeét of the Motion was entircly loft 
fight of, though Sir fames Lowther endea- 
voured twice to bring it back to their view, 
The Lords Beauchamp and Cranbourne com- 
bated the Motion, while Sir George Yonge, 
Sir Cecil Wray, Mr. ‘Turner, and others fup- 
ported it. Ona divifion, however, the Mo- 
tion was negatived, there being

Sir Harry Houghton enumerated many hard- 
fhips under which the Diffenting Minifiers

penal Statute having been enforced; and be- 
caufe Atheifm and Deifm were both propaga- 
ted by Diffenters through the Nation, to the 
great feandal cf Religion, Sir William gave 
very curious ftrictures on Divinity, which 

frightened the Houfe a little, asthey were 
apprehenfive that he was preaching a Sermin. 
Mr, Montague treated es adiusd, the idea

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of a Profeffor of one Religion fubfcribing to 
the doétrines of another, and {till adhering to 
the former. 

Mr. Wilkes was very giad to hear a Sermon, 
as he believed no Meabers of that Houfe had 
affifted at one the lat Fafl-day, [The 
Speaker, however, informed him that fome 
had attended.]

Baronet c-uld mzke govd his charge of Atheifm

Mr. Vaughan adviled an Union, as the bet 
way torelieve Ireland. Some would havea 
general enquiry, which was argued by the 
friends to the Motion as incenfifent, becaufe, 
when a fortnight ago a general enquiry was 
moved for, the fame Gentlemen would agree 
only to a fpecial one; and now that a fpeci- 
fic propofition was made, they withed a ge. 
neral one. Very little came out in the De- 
bate; the diftreffes of England were given as 
reafons why no relief could be granted to Ire- 
land. On the other hand, it was contended 
that England, in pity ‘to herfelf, fhould aft

tion; for from a paper produced by Lord 
Beauchamp, froma the Right Hon. Theophi- 
lus Jones, Collector of the Port of Dublin, it 
appeared, that in the months of March and 
April, (when the Englith exports generally 
atrived in Dublin) of the year 1777, there had 
been paid in the Port of Dublin for duty

To thefe confiderations was added, the dan- 
ger that might arife to England, if the Motion 
thould be negatived from 2¢c,c00 men in arms,

Mr. Demp fier obferved, that a general en- 
quiry was allowed on a}l hands to be neceflary, 
for-the diftrefs of ireland was but too manifefl; 
but if a genera] relief cannet be applied, let us,

ble Lerd fays, Ireland has a broken leg 5 ano- 
ther Lord fays fhe has a cancer; a third, that 
fhe has broke her arm; the faéts are believed 
by all; but what relief enfues? If a lutle 
fugar is required for her, it is cruelly denied ; 
if hemp be wanted, it is taken away by Eng- 
I.nd, perhaps through kindnefs indeed, left 
unfortunate Ireland, in a fit of defpair for the

Sir Sojeph Mazwbez, after difclaiming all per 
fonal pique againtt Lord George Germaine, and 
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ing that he was influenced only by his 
re a confiitution, and refpett for the 
laws. moved that Lose George Germaine, 
having accep'ed of the office of one of his 
Majefty’s principal Secretartes of State, an 
office in addition to the two former offices for 
the Morthern and Sou'hern Departments, 
contrary to the Statute of Queen Anne, which 
excluded the peffedors of places created after 
the year 1776 from Parliament, was, and is, 
difqualified from a feat in the Houfe of Com- 
mons. die mede a very long Speech, con- 
taining an hiftorical inveftigation of the anti- 
quity of State Secretaryfhips in England, To 
the ‘reign of Henry the Eighth he contended 
there never had been more than one Secretary 
of Siate; towards the latter end of that 
Prince’s reign the bufinefs of the office in- 
creafing, an additional Seeretary was appointed. 
In the short reign of Edward the Sixth, there 
had indeed been three Secretaries ; but in the 
fucceeding reigns to the Revolution, only two. 
If at any period when tumult and danger 
might have prevailed, more than two Secre- 
taries of State were to be found in the king- 
dom, they muft have owed their appointe 
ment to the turbulency of the times, and no 
precedent fhould be drawn from them, It 
was wifdom itfelf had framed the A@of Queen 
Anne, te keep the Parliament independent of 
the Crown; and he doubted not but the pre- 
fent Houfe of Commons would, from the 
fame motive, adopt the motion before them. 

Mr, T, Luttrell feconded the motion, and 
drew a ftrong argument in fupport of it, from 
the recent triumpbs of the Minifter in the 
Naval queftions, Mr. Luttrell proceeded to 
give hiftorical accounts of the office of Secre- 
tary of State, and contended, that though it 
fhould be of an older date than the Aé& of 
Queen Anne, yet the claufe which forbids an 
increafe of Commiffioners of any office be- 
yond the general number would: exclude his 
Lorihhip from the Houfe. The office of Lord 
High Steward was much more ancient than 
that AG; but if, as it once happened, nine 
Commifiioners fhould be appointed to “exercife 
the office, would any gentleman fay they could 
all fit in Parliament ? His Lordfhip, as he was 
informed, was fhortly to be called up to the 
Houfe of Peers, and therefore he could not 
deem it a hardfhip, to have the call accele- 
tated, 

Lord George Germaine knew nothing of his 
Majefty’s intention to call him to the Upper 
Houfe; if he did, he certainly did not care 
how foon he fhouid receive fo diftinguifhed a 
mark of his Sovereign’s approbation, The 
fubje€t in debate might be brought to a very 
hort iflue; if the office he filled was a new 
one, he certainly had no right to a feat in the 
Houle; if, on the contrary, it was of a crea- 
tion anteced:nt to the Statuie of Queen Anne, 
then he was qualified for voting in Parliament. 
The latter had been his opinion when he ac- 
Cepted ths office, and the Houfe had confirmed 


it by fuffering him to be re eleéted after hav- 
ing vacated his feat and returning to Parlia- 
ment, without having made the leaft obje€tion 
to his elefliion. However, the Houfe was at 
liberty to decide upon it now; and let their 
Gecifion be what it might, he would acquiefce 
with the moft perfect refignation, . Hav- 
ing faid this, he wiihdsew into the Speaker’s 
Room, that he might not give a vote in his 
own caufe, 

Mr. De Grey rofe to afiert his, Lordfhip’s 
right to his feat; and proved from official 
papers that there had been fometimes three, 
nay four Secretaries of State at the fame 
time; which circumfiance, together with that 
mentioned of a rdird in the reign of Edward 
VI. fufficienily proved that his Lordfhip thould 
not lofe his feat, for filling an office which 
was in being before the Act of Queen Anne, 
A doubt he faid had arifen on this head ia 
Mr. Grenviile’s time, but it never carried 
Parliament to pronounce the office to be a 
difqualification from a featin the Houfe. The 
gentlemen who firft exprefied their doubts, 
dropped the bufinefs, from which it might be 
inferred that they were coavinced their doubts 
had been without foundation. He concluded 
by moving, that the words ‘* in addition to 
the two former offices for the Northern ard 
Southern departments,” fhould be omitted ia 
the motion. 

Mr, Pulteney entertained doubts fill, from 
the arguments brought by the Hon. Gentleman 
in fupport of the noble Lord’s right to his feat; 
and he could not but think that a third Se- 
cretary was an additional Commiflicner for 
executing the office of Secretary of State. 

Sir Adam Fergufon was of the fame opinion ; 
but confeffed, that between the diffolution of 
the two laft Parliaments of England and Scot- 
land, and the meeting of the firft Parliament 
of Great Britain, there had been four Secre- 
taries of State, two for England and two fur 
Scotland. 

Sir George Yonge was fatisfied that the office 
was anterior to the Act of Queen Anne, but 
had his doubts whether an additional Secretary 
was not fuch an increafe of Commiffioners as 
the Law pronounced to be a difqualification, 

Sir Richard Satten faw no room for doubt 
in that circumftance, for Secr+taries of State 
were not Commiffioners, but could aé& from 
themfelves and independent of each other. 

Lord North purfued the argument, and faid, 
that as a Commifiioner of the Trea‘ury he was 
obliged to a&tia conjunction with others ; and 
a majority, ora Quorum, was necefiary to 
make an aétof the Treafury. The Secreta- 
ries, on the contrary, were quite independent 
of each other, and could aét feparately 5; fo 
that they had not the leaft feature of Com- 
mifficners, 

The queftion on Mr, De Grey’s amendment 
was then put, and carried without a divifion; 
it was afterwards put on Sir Jofeph’s motion, 
which was rejected by a majority of 244 :

Mr. James Luttrell, befides the two Tellers 
(Sir Jofeph Mawbey and Mr. T. Luttrell) who 
feconded the motion. 

The order of the day for committing the 
ContraQors’ Bill, being next called for, 

Sir P. Clerke moved, that the Speaker leave 
the chair. 

Mr. G. Onflow oppofed the motion. The 
Bill, he faid, was of a moft dangerous nature, 
however {pecious and conftitutional it might 
zppear, If contraéts were to be made in pub- 
hick, the deflination of ficets might be dif- 
covered, and our expeditions confequently be 
rendered abortive. The King of France by 
his agents might become a Contractor, and 
ftarve our fleets and armies to the ruin of the 
ftate. If a Contraétor, not being a Member 
ef Parliament, fhould fail to fulfil his con- 
traét, what punifhment had he to dread, but 
afine or imprifonmeat? If oa the contrary a 
Member of Parliament being 2 Contraétor 
fhould fail:to perform, the Houfe could add in- 
famy to his punifhment, they could expel him ; 
and the dread of expulfion he trufted would 
not bea trifling inducement to fulfil a cowtra&, 
Tf a contract were made in public, the fureties 
of the Contractor and himfelf would be the 
only fecurity to the nation for the performance 
of it; but if it was made in private, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer would be refpon- 
fible ; and for his own fake he would take 
care to contract with none but proper perfons, 

Mr, Geodricke oppofed the motion. 

Sir William Wake {poke in favour of it; but 
the Houfe crying out violently for the queftion, 
ke was interrupted, and fat down; but firft 
faid, that thofe who fo loudly called for the 
queftion, did not dare to think or aét like 
Senators. 

Mr, Fames Luttrell declared, that though he 
had flood fingular in the laft divifion, and 
though he fhou!d be fingular in the next, he 
would not deviate, on that account, from what 
he thought to be right ; and he thought nothing 
more &, than the fpirit and principle of the 
Contraétors’ bill. Among other things which 
he faid in fupport of it, he obferved, that 
Contractors would never vote for peace, how- 
ever neceflary it might be, whilft they made 
{uch immente profits by qwar. 

Sir George Wombweil faid, that in that the 
Soldier was on a footing with the Contra&or, 


and confequently as unfit for a feat in Parlis. 
ment. For the feldier finds honours and pro. 
motion in war, beth which he has little reafon 
to expect, or opportunity to merit in time of 
peace, As tothe Bill, it was very exceptiona- 
ble; it excluded gentlemen of fortune and 
character being in Parliament from contracting; 
and left it in the power of the fwindler and 
the bankrupt to ruin our armies by getting 
contraéts, which it would be out of their 
power to fulfil: fuch perfons would certainly 
carry all contracts, pecaufe they would offer 
the loweft terms, their only objec being to 
get a finger in the Treafury. 

Mr, Fox dreaded moft the reciprocity, ashe 
called it, of obligation between the Miniter 
and the Contratur, If the former thould fay, 
I have given you a good contraét, you mut 
give me a good vote 5 he was afraid the Con. 
trator might fay in his turn, I have given 
you a good vote, give me now a good contragt; 
I have voted for you on all occafions; I have 
faid that fix fhips were all I had to expeé, 
though you declared we had forty-two; I 
maintained that it was not dangerons to fend 
out twenty fail, when the fleet of France con- 
fifted ef thirty-two; I contended that the 
Breft fleet was not thirty-two ftrong, though 
the fa&t was clearly proved by papers on the 
table; I have done all this work for you; I 
hope now you will not fland out fortwo fhillings 
and twopence in 2 gallon of rum, or a farthing 
in a pound of bread.——This was what he 
dreaded moft, and with juftice too,.<-Gentle- 
men of charaéter ought certainly to be em- 
ployed 3 but furely they were not all confined 
to the Houfe of Commons. As te the com- 
petifon of the Soldier with the Contraétor, he 
thought it improper; every man who fhould 
fee both at the end of a war, would foon be 
convinced, that there was not the leaft room 
for comparing them. 

He jocofely withed the gentlemen who hzd 
contra&ts would imitate the example given 
them by Lord G.Germaine, and that, like him, 
they would retire from the Houfe, that they 
might not vote in their own caufe, which 
would be ruined by their recefs. 

The queftion being now put for leaving the 
chair, it was loft by a majority of 39, there 
being for it 124, againft it 163. 

Lord North then moved that the further 
confideration of the Bill be poftponed for three 
months, which was carried without a divifiqn.

Morne Fortune, Dec. 3°) 1778+ 


MY LORD, 


HE troops deftined for the Weft-Indies 
T were put under my orders the 24th of 
Oober, The embarkation having been com- 
pleated, I received Sir Henry Clinton’s inftruc- 
tions the 2gth, and we failed from Sandy- 
Hook the 3d of November, in a gale of wind 
that continued feveral days; notwithfanding 
which, Commodore Hotham, by his care and 
attention, contrived to keep the Fleet toge- 
ther, and brought us fafe to Barbadves the roth 
of December, without the lofs of a tranfport, 

The Count D’Eftaing by chance, certainly 
not from information, failed from Bofton the 
very day we left the Hook. His fleet was 
difperfed in the gale of wind, which oar 
tranfports weathered. He was, however, in 
the courfe of the voyage fo near us with a part 
of bis fquadron, that a brigantine with horfes, 
which we lof the 27th of November, in the 
night, fell into D’Eftaing’s hands the next 
day. 

Having fixed the plan of debarkation with 
Admiral Barrington, che fleet failed from Bar- 
badoes the t2th of December. 

The referve, which confifis of the 5th regi- 
ment, the grenadiers, and light infantry of 
the army, was landed at the Grand Cul de Sac, 
upon the Ifiand of St, Lucia, the 13th, inthe 
evening, with which Brigadier-General Mea- 
dows forced the Heights upon the north fide 
of the Bay, which were occupied by the Che- 
valier De Micoud, with the French troops 
under his command, and the militia of the 
Mand, He took a field-piece which fired 
upon the boats that carried the troops afhore, 
and a four-gun battery which annoyed the 
fhipping at the entrance of the harbour. 

Brigadier General Prefcott having been 
landed with five regiments, guarded the envi- 
rons of the Bay, and, by his advanced pofts, 
kept acommunication with the referve, which 
marched the 14th in the morning, at day- 
break, and, fupported by Gen: Prefcott, took 
pofleiion of Morne Fortune, the Governor’s 
houfe, the Hofoitat, the barracks, with all the 
flores and Magazines belonging to the ifland,

from poft to pot, having made, in fact, the 
beft defence he could. General Prefcott was 
fent to take poftefiion of all the batteries, to 
put them in a ftate of defence, to appoint ar-

was directed to continue his march, ano to 
occupy the important poit of the Vigie, which 
commands the north fide of the Carenage har- 
bour. 


Brigadier General Sir Henry Calder, with 


four battalions, guarded the landing place, kept 
up the communication with the fleet, and oc- 
cupied feveral pofts upon the mountains, 
which look down upon and command the 
fouth fide of the Grand Cul de Sac, from 
whence it afterwards appeared that the French 
intended to bombard our thips, if they had not 
been prevented hy our prior poffeffion of grotnd, 
from which we could not be forced. 


The laft White Flag was not ftruck an 


hour, before the French fleet and army were 
difcovered from the Gouvernement juft become 
my quarters, 


The 15th, in the morning, the French 


fleet ‘tood in for the Carenage, believing that 
we had not got poffefiion of that part of the 
\fland; but the Languedock being fired upen 
and ftruck by one of their own batteries, M 
D’Eftaing favoured us with a broadfide, and 
then bore away with his fleet and tranfports. 
They in appearance were much difconcerted, 
and at a lofs how to a&t; but at laft, after 
much hefitation, they bere down with twelve 
fail of the line upon our little fleet, which 
covered the tranfports with our provifions in 
the Grand Cul de Sac. 
upon Admiral Barrington, one in the morn- 
ing, and the other after dinner, both without 
effet.

The 16th, D’Eftaing landed about gcooo 
men, which had been colleéted from the 
French Ifands, with an intention to take pof. 
{effion of Barbadoes, Grenada, and St, Vin- 
cent. In fhort, according to our information 
from French reports, every Britith Settlement 
in the Weft Indies. 

The 17th, in the morning, I withdrew two 
advanced piquets from pofts which I never in- 
tended to defend, and from whence a thot was 
not fired, That move, I imagined, encos- 
raged the enemy to attack General Meadows 
corps, which was well pofted in very ftrong 
ground upon the Vigie. 

The French were formed in three columns, 
confifting of four or five thoufand men, com~ 
manded by M. D’Eftaing, the Marquis De 
Bouille and Lovendahl.

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M, D’Eftaing is by agreement to account for 
them as prifoners of war. 

The difpofition made by General Meadows, 
for the defence of his poft, was mafterly.. He 
was wounded in the arm early in the day, but 
remained in the field, rode about, and gave 
orders\every where, till the attack was over. 
He has never quitted his poft, and continues 
to command the referve, which the Surgeons 
did not think he wovld have been equal to. 
Major Harris, who commanded the grenadiers, 
and Major Sir James Murray, who commanded 
the light infantry, diflinguifhed themfelves, 
‘The Officers and men were cool and determin- 
ed; they even furpaffed, if poffible, their ufual 
fpirit and bravery, The French artillery that 
had been taken were of great ufe. We found 
in the magazines, at the different batteries, a 
hundred rounds for each gun, Three twelve 
pounders, which were placed upon the Vigie, 
did amazing execution ; and the batteries upon 
the South-fide of the Bay, which were well 
ferved by the artillery, flanked the Enemy’s 
columns, annoyéd them exceedingly, and 
obliged a French man of war, which endea- 
voured to affift in the attack from the entrance 
of the harbour, to flip her cable. 

The Enemy had four hundred men killed 
upon the fpot, five hundred dangeroufly woun- 
eed, fo as to render them unfit for fervice, and 
fix hundred flightly wounded, This is their 
own account. We had only ten men killed, 
and one hundred and thirty wounded ; fome of 
them have already joined theircorps, and our 
Jofs upon the whole will be under fifty. 

This is the moft difficult country war was 
ever made in. ’Tis impoffible to defcribe in 
a letter the complicated fituation of our pofts ; 
but the inclofed fketch will give his Majefly a 
very clear idea of the pofitions taken by the 
fleets and armies. Montieur D’Eftaing, with- 
out feeming to have formed any plan for re- 
covering the Ifland, remained with his fleet 
and army “till the 28th. He embarked his 
troops that night, and went off the 29th in 
the morning. 

The moment he was gone, Monfieur De 
Micoud and the inkabitants offered to capitu- 
fate. The capitulation was figned the 3oth, 
by which your Lordthip wil! fee that they eb- 
tained favourable terms, though they were at 
our mercy, and without hopes of affiftance, 
*Tis to be hoped it will have a good effect,

Britith Emigrants fhall be included in the ca. 
pitulation, but muft remain accountable to 
their creditors for debts contraéted in Great 
Britain, or in the Britith Colonies. ‘The fick 
and wounded, who are not able to embark im. 
mediately, fhall be conveyed to the hofpitals 
of the Colony, and treated as Englith fubjetts 
until their recovery ; after which they {hall be 
fent back to Martinique at the charges of his 
Britannic Majefty. The inhabitants thall pay 
the fame taxes to his Britannic Majefty which 
were paid to his Moft Chriftian Majefty. The 
falaries of the officers of juftice, and of cu- 
rates, fhall be paid by the inhabitants of the 
Ifland. The abfent inhabitants, and thofe in 
the fervice of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, thall 
be protected in their poffeffions, and the en- 
joyment of their effeéts and habitations, ma- 
naged by virtue of letters of attorney. They 
fhall not be obliged to carry arms againft the 
troops of his Moft Chriftian Majefty. All 
ftores of ammunition and provifions, and evay 
thing which is confidered as the property of his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty, together with all de- 
ferters and prifoners belonging to the Britifh 
army, are to be delivered up, upon oath, to 
the Britith Commifiioners.

This Gazette alfo contains four letters from 
Admiral Barrington, from St. Lucia, dated 
Dec, 23, Jan. 6, 17, and Feb, 4. The firft 
letter gives an account of Commodore Ho- 
tham’s arrival at Barbadoes the roth of De- 
cember, with the Nonfuch, St. Albans, Pref- 
ton, Centurion, Ifis and Carcafe, and 59 tranf- 
Ports, with sooo troops under the command 
of Major Gen, Grant. -They put to fea on the 
Jath, and anchored in the Grand Cul de Sac, 
St, Lucia, about three o’clock on the 13th. 
More than half the troops were landed the 
fame morning, and the remainder the 14th, 
when they immediately got poffeffion of the 
Carenage. In the eveningthe Ariadne made 
figna) of the appearance of D’Eftaing’s Fleet, 
when it became neceflary to fecure the tranf- 
ports in the Bay, by warping within the thips 
of war, and difpofing the latter in a line acrofs 
the entrance, in the fullowing order (Ifis, St. 
Alban’s, Boyne, Nonfuch, Centurion, Prefton, 
Prince of Wales), the Ifis to windward, rather 
inclining into the Bay, and the Prince of 
Wales, being the moft powerful fhip, the 
outermot, and to leeward, and the Venus, 
Aurora, and Ariadne, flanking the fpace be- 
tween the ifie and the fhore, to prevent the 
ae forcing a peflage that way, 
Iprit, 1779, 
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** Almoft all the tranfports had got within 
the line before half paft eleven in the moras 
ing of the 15th, when the Count bore down, 
and attacked our Fleet with ten fail of the 
line, without doing them any material injury 3 
and at four in the afternoon he made a fecond 
attack with twelve fail of the line, with no 
other fuccefs than killing two men, and 
wounding feven on board the Prince of Wales, 
and wounding one on board the Ariadne, 

The 16th the Count fhewed a difpofition 
to attack our Fleet a third time, but on the 
appearance of a frigate ftanding for his Fleet 
with feveral fignals fying, he plied to wind- 
ward, and in the evening anchored off Gros 
IMlet, about two leagues diflant, where he con- 
tinued when this difpatch was dated, In the 
morning of the 23d the Britith Squadron got 
poffeffion of an American privateer of 18 guns, 
called the Bunker’s-hill, fram Salem, 

Admiral Barrington, in his letter of Jan. 6, 
fays, * From the ftate of inaGtivity in which 
the Count continued for feveral days after, I 
began to conceive it was his intention to form 
a blockade, with a view of ftarving us into @ 
furrender ; but to my utter aftonifhment, om 
the morning of the 29th (having re-embarked 
his troops during the preceding night) he re« 
tired with his whole force toward Martinique, 
and left us in quiet poffeffion of the IMand, 
which capitulated while his fleet was fill ia 
fight.” 

This letter gives an account of the arrival 
of Admiral Byron, with nine fail of the line, 
on the morning of January 6 That the 
Ceres was taken, after a chafe of 48 hours, by 
the Iphigenie, a French frigate of 36 guns; 
and that the Admiral had commiffioned the 
Bunker-hill privateer, by the name of the 
Surprize, to replace the Ceres. 

The Admiral’s third difpatch, dated Jan 
17, gives an account of the Maidftone being at 
Antigua, partly difabled in the aétion with the 
Lyon, a French thip of 40 guns, and 216 men, 
with 1300 hogfheads of tobacco, which fhe 
took and carried in with her; and that the 
Boreas, in returning from Bequia, fell in with 
a French fnow called Le Mimi, of 350 tons, 
and 12 guns, from Rochfort, with 280 troops 
on board from Martinique, which the took 
and fent to St, Vincent's. 

The fourth letter of Admiral Barrington, 
adviles their Lordfhips of the Weazel floop be- 
ing taken by the Bondeufe, of 36 guns, and 
carried into Guadaloupe. 

This Gazette further contains two letters 
from Admiral Byron to Mr. Stephens. In the 
firft, dated St. Lucia, Jan. g, the Admiral 
gives an account of his failing from Rhode- 
Ifland the 14th of December, with the Prin- 
cefs Royal, Royal Oak, Conqueror, Fame, 
Grafton, Cornwall, Sultaa, Albion, Mon- 
mouth, Trident, Diamond, and Star floop 5 
the Fame and Diamond were feparated in a 
hard gale of wind the 18ch; the Admiral, 
with the reft ot his fest, arrived off St. Lucia 
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the 6th of January, and the Diamond joined” 


him on the 8th. 

In the Admiral’s fecond difpatch, dated 
Gros Iflet Bay, St. Lucia, the qth of Febru- 
ary, he fays, ** Monfieur D't ftaing, with his 
fquadron, ftill remains in Fore Royai Harbour, 
He came out the 12th of January with fixteen 
fail, and firetched over towards St. Lucia; at 
gay light next morning I got under way from 
the Cul de Sac, with thirteen fail of the line 
and three frigates, and ftood for the French 
fquadron under a prefs of fail, in a line of bat- 
tle a head; but Monf. D’Eftaing no fooner cif- 
covered our force than he tacked, and made 
the beft of his way to regain the harbour, 
which he accomplifhed betore it was poffible 
to bring any of the fhips to a€tion. His pre- 
cipitate retreat makes it difficul: to acccunt for 
his conduét in coming out with fo confiderable 
a force, unlefs we could fuppofe him unac- 
quainted with my having joined Rear- Admiral 
Barrington, and that he intended another at- 
tack upon this Ifland ; the only thing againft 
fuch a belief is, the great reafun we have to 
think him well informed of what paffes at St. 
‘Lucia, Finding it in vain to expeét the French 
{quadron would give us battle, and their fecure 
fituation in Fort Royal harbour, not admitting 
of their being compelled to it, I did not chufe 
te run the hazard of being drove to leeward by 
the current, which would have happened had 
it fella lithe wind ; therefore, after having 
ftood clofe in with Fort Roya!, I took the ad- 
vantage of the freth breeze which then prevail- 
ed, and that evening brought the fquadron to 
an anchor in this Bay, which being between 
three and four leagues to windward of the 
Grand Cul de Sac, enables us with more con- 
venience to watch the motions of the French, 
and gives a better chance of cutting off the 
reinforcement they expeét under Monf, Tre- 
ville, fhould it come round the South-end of 
Martinique. 

“ The Pomona frigate arrived here the 2d 
inftant, and at Barbadoes the zoth of latt 
month, having made the paffage to that Ifand 
in twenty-fix days from Spithead. Captain 
Waldegrave fell in with and took an American 
privateer of 20 guns, called the Cumberland, 
wbout ten leagues to windward of Barbadoes, 
atier achace of feverai hours. She had been 
but a fhert time from Boiton, and had only 
taken a tranipurt from Newfoundland, with 
fome recruits forthe Nova Scotia volunteers ;

Extra& of a Letter from Major-General Prevef 
to Lord George Germaine, dated Head- Quar. 
ters, Ebenezer, in Georgia, March's, 1779. 
i DID myfelf the honour on the roth of 

January laft to acquaint your Lordthip of my 

havirg arrived at Savannah, and, agreeable to 

the Commander in Chicf’s inflruétions, tak. 
ing upon me the Chief Command of his Me 
jefty’s troops in this Province. 

As {oon afterwards as the proper arrange. 
ments could be made, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Campbell was detached up the river with a 
feleét corps of about 8co regular troops, and 
fome irregulars, to endeavour to penetrate to 
Augufta, and to open the communication with 
the Back-inhabitants of the Provinces, The 
Colonel. effe€ted his march to Augufta with 
few obftructions, and without any lofs, not. 
withftanding the length of the road and the 
difficulties of the country he had to pafs 
through, 

Lieutenant-Colone} Prevoft, with a confider- 
able detachment, had been fent to fuftain, 
join, or otherwife co-operate with Col. Camp- 
bell, as thould be judged beft for his Majefty’s 
fervice, and had taken poft at Briar Creek, to 
keep the Enemy be!ow in check, and to cover 
the advance when neceflary. 

But becaufe of the length and difficulty of 
the communication, it was judged proper for 
the whole to fall back to Hudfon's Ferry, 24 
miles above this, and which now forms the 
unper extremity of our chain on the river— 
Col. Campbell has fince gone to Savannah, to 
eftablith, in confequence of his inftrudtions 
from his Mzjefty’s Commiffioners, fome civil 
regulations in the Province previous to his de- 
parture for England: And here, thongh I 
muft lament the lofs his Majefty’s fervice will 
fuftain in the abfence of fu able and aétive an 
Officer, I think it mo unfavourable circum- 
ftance, however, that one fo every way capable 
will have the honour of giving your Lordhip 
every neceflary information regarding the fer- 
vice of this country. ¢His penetrating fo far 
into it, gave him good opportunity of knowing 
it; and his being fully poffeffed of all my 
ideas, which are alfo his own, with regard to 
prefent circumftances and future views, he has 
it much better in his power to communicate 
them verbally, than I can in writing ; to him 
i therefore beg leave to refer your Lordthip. 
He is alfo acquainted with the fituation and 
fate of the Rebels as well as the King’s At- 
my, and knows the refources and expectations 


-¢f each. 


Cept, Parker, of his Majefty’s thip pat, 
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and commanding the fquadron on this fervice, 
is alfo about to leave us, In compliance with 
his inftru€tions from Rear- Admiral Gambier. 

I cannot fufficiently exprefs to yaur Lord thip 
the high fenfe 1 have of that Gentleman's ace 
tive zeel for the fervice, and his ready and 
fearful concurrence and co operation, when 
be could either aét or ait. The mpf happy 
cordislity has conftantly fabfified beiween the 
Departments; and though I hope that will 
always continue, yet the departure of fuch an 
Officer may not eafily be made up tq us in this 
quarter. We may alfo feel this diminution of 
our Naval force, which, to be fure, was never 
more than adequate to the fervice, 

I now proceed to inform your Lordthip, that 
fome days ago intelligence being received, that 
the Rebels, in contiderable force, had taken 
pot at riar-Creek, 13 miles above our pott 
at Hudfon’s, and that they were bufied tn re- 
pairing the bridge (which “had been deftroyed 
by Colonel Campbell in his return downwards), 
as if intending to advance by that route, our 
poft’was reinforced, and difpofitions fecreily 
made to give them a proper reception: And it 
being much to be wihed that they would put 
the Creek in their rear, which would put it ia 
our power to attack them: on advantageous 
ground, means were ufed to inipire them with 
confidence to attempt it.” But after waiting 
two days, finding that they meant only to efta- 
blifh themfelves there for the purpofe of ham- 
pering-us in our quarters, and cutting us off 
from all communication with the upper Coun- 
try, and perhaps had views of co-operation 
with their main army, it was judged proper to 
diflodge them. 

Accordingly Major M‘Pherfon, with the ft 
battalion 71ft regiment, and fome irregulars, 
with two field-pieces, was direéted by Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Prevoft to advance towards the 
bridge to mafk the movements he himfelf had 
made with the ad battalion 71{t regiment, a 
corps of light infantry, commanded by Sir 
James Baird, and three companies of grena- 
diers of the Florida brigede, with which he 
took a long circuit of fifty miles to crofs the 
Creek above them, and endeavour to gain their 
tear. Difpofitions were alfo made by the army 
te favour the attempt, and to amufe and keep 
Mr. Lincoln in check, fhould he in the mean 
lime attempt any thing in this quarter. Our 
plan-was happily effe€ted; the Rebels being in 
fone meafure furprifed on the 3d inftant, were 
totally defeated and difperfed, with the lofs of 
feven pieces of cannon, feveral ftands of co- 
ours, almoft all their arms, all their ammuni- 
tion and baggage, which were left to the victo- 
fous troops, the intrepidity and behaviour of 
whom I am entreated by Lieutenant: Colonel 
Prevolt to report to your Lurdthip to be laid 
before his Majefty. Permit me at the fame 
time to mention him as a perfon deferving 
fome mark of his Majefty’s Royal favour; his 
indefatigable activity ané his faithful fer- 
‘ces injitle him to your Lordthip’s patronage. 


The fecond in command, Brigadier-General 
Elbert, one of their beft Officers, feveral more 
of note,in.the whole twenty feven Officers,were 
taken, with near two hundred men ; about 150 
were killed onthe field of battle and adjoining 
woods and fwamps; but their chief lofs confifis 
in the number of (fficers and men drowned int 
attempting to fave themfelves from the flaughe 
ter, and plaaging imto.a deep and rapid river, 

The lols on oar fide was only five privates 
killed, and one Officer and ten privates wounds 
ed. The Rebels, by the beft accounts, were 
above 2000. “Their Commiffary, our prifoner, 
fays, two thoufand five hundred, On our fide 
three grenadier ‘companies of the 60th regi- 
ment, Sir James Baird’s light infantry, the 2d 
battslion 71ft regiment, Capt, Tawes's troop 
of light dragoons, with about 950 'Provincials, 
rangers and militia, making in all about goo, 
compoted the corps that attacked, 

The’ good confequences of this defeat will, I 
hope, fuon appear. The Rebels will not again 
diflarb us in this Province. Our communica- 
tion with our Back-friends and the Indiang. 
will be open; and though I cannot think it 
prudent to extend immediaiely far upwards, in 
the mean time, whilft we guard what we have 
already got, we hold ourfelves in readinefs to 
catch at farther favourable incidents as they 
may occur. 

I have only to add to your Lordfhip, that f 
with you to be affured that nothing within the, 
compafs of my abilities fhall be left undone, 
that may be thought to tend to the advantage 
of his Majefty’s fervice.

Prevoft, Colonel Campbell, and Capr. Hyde 
Parker, in which they declare, ** That all the 
laws of the Province of Georgia, which were 
in force at the end of the year 1775, are ana 
thall continue in fuil force until fuch time es 
a period of lefs difquiet fhall enable a future 
General Affembly to alter or amend thems 
And, for the more immediate and effectual 
execution of juftice, nominate and appoint 
Gentlemen to the feveral departments of 
the Civil Government in Georgia, till his 
Majefty’s pleafure is known : 

LIEUT. Col. Campbell adds to the foregoing 
accounts, that at Augu(ta, and round it, the in- 
habitants, to the number of 1,400 men, fub- 
mitted, {wore allegiance to the King, took the 
benefit of his Majefiy’s gracious protection, and 
were formed into twenty companies, in the ftile 
of Militia, for the defence of their property 
againft the incurfions of the Rebe!s from Ca- 
rolina. 

That after his return down the Country, 
intelligence was received. that a bocy of the 
loyalifts, of North and South Carolina, con- 
fitting of about 600 men, after being repulfed 
by the Rebels, were in fearch of the Royal 
Army by the back or upper Road. That the 
advanced part of the army wés immediately 
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moved towards them, and that 300 of them 
joined the King’s troops, and are formed under 
their own Leaders, with every poffible atten- 
tien and encouragement,

ty, were read, Gen. R. Smith moved feveral 
Refolutions for giving the. thanks of the Court 
to the Gentlemen who ordered and. conduéted 
that expedition, particularly tothe Gentlemen 
of the Secret Committee of Direétors, who 
fent the orders from home, viz. Sir George 
Wombwell, Sir William james, and Mr. De- 
vaynes, and to Sir Thomas, Rumbold, the Pre- 
fident, and Sir H. Munro, K. B, the Com- 
mander in Chief at Madras. In the Refolu- 
tions refpecting Sir George Wombwell, and Sir 
H. Monro, the former was defired to accept a 
piece ot plate of the value of soo]. and the 
latter a {word of the value of 7501. as marks 
of the efeem and gratitude of the Proprietors 
for their fervice. This latter part of the Re- 
folutions brought on an interefting debate ; Mr, 
Dalrymple referring to the 48th Bye-Law of 
the Company, whereby refolutions for ordering 


fums of money to be paid out of the Compa- 
ny’s cath are probiviied, without feven days, 
notice being given by the mover. At length, 
it was agreed to defer the motions till Wednefs 
day the 7th of April, and in the mean time 
notice to, be given; which was refulved ac- 
cordingly. The Court then proceeded to the 
ufual bufinefs of Quarter General Courts, and 
other matters, of which notice had beea given..

Some fufpiciens having arifen, that the Im- 
manuel Hofpital for the reception of the blind, 
fituated at Kentifh Town, was wilfully fet on 
fire, on March 2oth laft, we are enabled te lay 
the fullowing detail of the proceedings of Sir 
John Fielding to difcover the incendiary be- 
fore the Publick, It is well known that a 
Mr, Lowe was one of the chief promoters of 
that charity, and that he took every poffible 
method to forward the eftablifhment, and pro- 
cure fubfcriptions, He was entrufted with the 
management of the defign, and the receipt of 
fubferiptions, which flowed in largely. He 
purchafed a houfe at Kentith Town, appro- 
priated it to the parpofe, and infured it at 
near g000l, Sufpicions arifing in the minds 
of feveral perfons that the Hofpital was fired 
by defign, tome Gentlemen who live in town, 
but have houfes in that neighbourhood, and 
whofe confidence is not caught by every f{pe- 
cious appearance, made a ftri€t fearch, and 
thoroughly examined into the matier. Among 
other things highly fufpicious, a tar barrel and 
2 flambeaux were found in the houfe, and as 
the latter had a piece of carpetting tied round 
the end of it, as ifintended fora handle; it in- 
creafed their fufpicioas, elpecially 3s on exami- 
Nation of Mrs. Lowe, the tar-barrel ‘and the 
piece of cazpetting turned out to be his pro- 
perty, Every circumfance. in the quefioning 
ot Mrs, Lowe affording freth proofs of fufgi- 
cion againft Mr. Lowe, the was taleen. to Sir 
John Fielding’s, and there.a complete invefti- 
gation and artful enquiry was made, the refalt 
of which was, that there did not appear a 
thadow of doubt of Mr. Lowe's guilt. Mr. 
Lowe was fuppofed to have been at Liverpool, 
and had afually been there fome time before 
the fire happened; but in crofe-examining 
Mrs, Lowe, it turned out that her-husband had 
been in town, and feen'her privately the day 
before the fire. A circumftance which, per- 
haps, of ail others, confirmed their fufpicion 
oF Mr, Lowe.was, that by a-moft diligent and

active trace made by Mr. Clark, of the Pub- 
lick- Office, Bow-tireet, at all inns, turnpikes, 
&c. a poft chaife, with a Gentleman in it, was 
difcovered to have come acrofs the country, 
and turned towards the back of the Immanuel 
Hofpital, out of all hizh roads, and this oa 
the night of the fire, and but a fhort time 
before it begin. 

From thele circumftances, and fome letters 
in the poffeffion of Mrs. Lowe, which affurded 
freth proof of fufpicion agsinft her hufband, Sir 
John Fielding was refolved to have Mr, Lowe 
in cuflody, efpecially as the Gentlemen of the 
Hand-in- Hand Fire-Oflice took it up on the 
moft convincing, altho’ prefumptive grounds. 
Accordingly Mr, Pioihero and a Geatleman 
from the Hand-in-Hand Fire-Office fet off ia 
a pofi-chaife and four on Tueiday att for Lie 
verpool, where Mr, Lowe then was, and, to 
their great furprize, abou fifty miles off they 
overtook Mrs, Lowe in a chaife and four, each 
chaife driving againft the other for thirty miles 
farther; but Mr. Prothero having the better 
horfes, and knowing well how to manage poft- 
boys, better than Mrs, Lowe, got the ftart of 
her, and purfued his journey to Liverpool ; 
and Mrs, Lowe, finding herfelf overtaken and 
pafied, gave up the journey, and returned to 
London, Mr, Protheroarzived at Liverpool be- 
tween twelve and one on Wednefday night, and 
on break of day went to Mr, Lowe’s houte, 
where he fecured him and all his papers. Mr. 
Lowe was taken before the Mayor, and there 
examined for feveral hours. The proofs arifing 
againft him were multiplied, and.flrengly pre- 
fumptive, In his poffeffion were found turn- 


pike tickets of all the roads from Liverpooi to 


Henley upon Thames, three weeks before the 
fire: ‘There were alfo found in his pofleffion 
bills of different Inns from Liverpool to Hen- 
ley, for breakfaft, dinner, fupper, &c. which 
exactly correfponded in point of dates with the 
turnpike tickets, and plainly proved him to 
have been at Henley; but one circumflance, 
which alone was fully fufficient to fatisfy the 
mind of every body was, that, to the morning, 
when the fire happened, there were reguiat 
bills for feveral days living at Henley, and one 
for breakfat on the morning previous to the 
day when the. fire broke out, but from that 
period there was achafm, for Mr. Lowe left 
Henley in a chaife that morning, and nothing 
more could be traced of him by his papers un- 
til the day after the fire, when Mr, Lowe ree 
turned to Henley, and there breakfafted again 
at the fame Inn, ftaid a fhort time, and pur- 
fued his journey to Liverpool, as appeared by 
his bilison the road. This cavity in point of 
time, with the other circumftances, banithed 
all doubt ; and what further increafed the fuf- 
picion-was, that when at Henley, Mr, Lowe 
wrote feveral letters to a friend at Liverpool, 
in which he always inclofed a letter directed to 
his wife in London, defiring that friend to put 
thofe letters into the poft at Liverpool; but 
Mr, Lowe being within 30 aiiles of Lon- 
don,

on, bis wife in London, and fending letters 
from Henley to Liverpool to be fent to her in 
London, encreafing the furprife of that friend, 
he operied one of thofe letters, and found it

The 
next morning, at day-break, a poft chaife and 
four was ready to convey Mr, Lowe to Bow- 
ftreet, but he had put a period to his exiftence 
by peifon. The Coroner's Inquett after- 
wards fat on the body of Mr. Lowe, and brought 
in their verdi&t Felo de fe ; and he was ordered 
to be buried in the crofs-road, and a ftake drove 
through his body.

Barré. When the evidence on the fide of the 
Crown was clofed, the Count in a fhort de- 
feace ftated the commencement and progrefs 
of his conneétions with Vifcount Du Barré 
nearly as follows : 

“ My acquaintance, faid he, with Vifcount 
Du Barré originated at Paris in the year 17746 
His family were then foliciting fome favour 
at Vienna, and my connections at that Court, 
which he thought might be ferviceable to 
him, engaged his attention tome. We lived 
trom that period, till the day betore his death, 
in an intercourfe of mutual good offices and 
civility, An expenfive line of life, and con- 
liderable lofles at play, frequently involved 
him In difficulties, to extricate himfelf from 
which he often borrowed large fums of money 
of me, | have in my poffeffion letters, which 
I hall now produce, acknowledging the re- 
Celpt of various tums of money, as well as 
bills and notes of hand, to the amount of 
fome thoufands of pounds fiill unpaid, and 
which, trom the embarrafied ftate of his 
affsirs, I mutt look on as totally loft, 

“A gouty humour which fell upon his 
b.wels and legs lat fummer induced fome 
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Englith phyficians he met at Spa to recom- 
mend the ufe of the Bath waters. Deter- 
mined, as it appears by thefe letters written a 
few days before he fet off for England, to play 
no mere, and to regulate his affsirs with pru- 
dence, he refclved upon this excurfion, in 
order to attend to his health, and reftore his 
peace of mind. He frequently folicited me 
to accompany him, to which I at laft con- 
fented ; and accordingly we came to England 
together at a mutual and proportional expence, 
We took a houfe at Bath, and lived there upon 
the fame terms, For fume weeks we con- 
tinued to Jive at Bath on our former and ac- 
cuftomed intimacy ; and though the Vifcount 
Du Barre was a man of an impetuous temper, 
without any material difagreement till the un- 
fortunate difpute, which terminated in the 
lofs of his life, and the imminent hazard of 
mine, It is needlefe here to enter into the 
origin of that difpute, or impute blame to the 
deceafed, who can no longer vindicate his 
condua.” 

The Count, after fome pathetic obfervations 
on the fufferings he had undergone from bis 
wound, concluded by referring to the evidence 
already given, as fome reafons, he faid, pre- 
vented his ca'ling the feconds before rhe 
Court with propriety, and cominitted himfelf 
with confidence into the hands of his Jury 5 
perfuaded, to ufe his own words, that, in 
order to determine juftly upon his condua, in 
the crime imputed to him, they would put 
themfelves in his fituation, and adopt thofe 
feclings by which he was neceflarily actu- 
aed on the unfortunate occafion, 

Mr, Juftice Nares addreiled the Jury in an 
affe€ting {peech ; remarked to them in par- 
ticular the unufual backwardnefs the Prifuner 
had thewn inthis tranfaction, and his huma- 
nity to the unfortunate Vifcount after his 
fall, and direéted a verdidt for Manflaughter. 
The Jury, after a fhort confultation, defired to 
know if they might not totally acquit the 
Prifoner ; and after a few minutes delibera- 
tion proncunced him Not Guilty, 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 

Paris, March 23. The Vifcount D’Arrot, 
Colonel of Infaniry, is arrived here with advice 
that a fquadron of his Majetty’s thips have taken 
the Forts and Eitablifhmenss of the Englifh at 
Senegal, on the coait of Africa, ‘Lhe follow.
